UYS  CORNERSTONE 
OF  INDUSTRIAL  HOME 

NEW  WESTMINSTER,  B.C..  Sept. 
30. — The  corner-stone  of  the  new 
boys'  Industrial  home,  which  will  be 
the  most  modern  of  its  kind  in  Can- 
ada, was  laid  this  afternoon  at 
Essondaie  in  the  presence  of  a  dis- 
tinguished   company. 

Attorney-General  Farrls  pronounced 
the  stone  "well  and  truly  laid."  but 
as  a  matter  of  fact  he  divided  the 
honors  of  the  ceremony  with  Hon. 
W.  L.  Mackenzie  King  and  Premier 
John  Oliver,  both  of  whom  made 
short   addresses. 

The  new  home  will  consist  of  a 
central  administration  building,  two 
large  cottages  for  the  housing  of 
sub-normal  boys,  one  for  the  hous- 
ing of  boys  of  normal  mentality,  and( 
a  dining  hall  block,  with  workshops 
underneath,  where  the  hoya  will 
learn  useful  trades  under  qualified 
instructors.  The  buildings  are  all  of 
brick  and  tile  and  fully  fireproof 
and  modern.  When  completed  the 
cost    will    be    about    $250,000.

U.S.  Federal  Reserve  Board 
Attributes  Cutting  to  Deter- 
mination of  Buying  Public'to 
'Wait  for  Cheaper  Goods 


WASHINGTON,  Sept.  30. — Price- 
cutting  has  taken  hold  of  the  whole- 
sale trade  to  an  extent  that  soon 
n^ust  be  felt  substantially  in  lower 
prices  to  consumers,  according  to 
the  Federal  Reserve  Board's  month- 
ly business  review,  made  public  to- 
night. 

Revival  of  the  wave  of  price  re- 
duction and  its  spread  to  many  re- 
tail lines  wcui  attributed  to  "a  more 
exacting  demand  by  the  buying  pub-, 
lie  as  to  price  and  quality."  Retat 
purchasers  are  showing  continued 
determliuttlon  to  await  a,  move  )ry 
dealers  to  meet  those  demands, 
v.'hile  foregoing  luxuries  and  •leml- 
luxuriCH,  reports  to  the  board  de- 
clare. 

Although  the  board  believed  tho 
buying  public  largely  was  dominat- 
ing the  market,  it  said  that  labor 
and  production  were  having  a 
marked  effect  on  prices.  There  was 
much  evidence,  it  said,  of  increased 
efficiency  on  the  part  of  labor,  and 
as  a  result  production  was  on  tho 
increase  and  factory  operations  were 
beginning   to  approach    normal. 

Summed  up,  the  board's  findings 
were  that  "business  conditions  now 
are  definitely  on  the  road  to  stabil- 
ity of  as  great  and  confirmed  a  na- 
ture as  the  disturbed  position  of  the 
world   at  large   permits." 


BRUSSELS.  Sept.  30.  —  Today's 
session  of  the  International  Financial 
Conference  was  divided  between  a 
resume  of  the  past  and  a  forecast  of 
the  future,  with  the  tariff  question 
coming  up  as  a  most  likely  subject  of 
controversy. 

The  words  "free  trade"  were  men- 
tioned only  rarely,  and  the  trend  of 
the-greater-lHtet-ef-the-diseussion^  wa«- 
toward  the  beating  down  of  barriers 
to    International    trade. 

"Japan  is  for  commercial  liberty 
and  fair  play;  we. must  have  freedom 
of  exchange,"  is  the  way  M.  Mori,  a 
Japanese  delegate,  put  it.  Mr.  Bell, 
tho  British  delegate,  had  opened  the 
question  ,with  the  declaration  that 
the  people  of  different  countries 
should  trade  together. 

Fazilbhoy  Currisnebhoy,  India,  dif- 
fered from  the  British  delegates  on 
the  tariff  question.  He  contended 
that  countries  should  be  left  to  decide 
the  question  In  the  light  of  their  own 
interest.  He  declared  that  there  was 
a  strong  current  of  opinion  in  India 
in  favor  of  a  system  of  protection. 


Fast   Mall  Train  Derailed 

SPOKANE,  Sept.  30. — One  man, 
the  engineer,  was  slightly  Injured  to- 
day when  Great  Northern  fast  mail 
train  No.  27,  West-bound,  was  de- 
railed between  Troy,  Montana,  and 
Bonner's  Ferry,  Idaho,  officials  in 
the  Spokane  office  of  the  Great 
Northern  stated  tonight.  A  wreck 
train  was  sent  to  the  scene  to  clear 
the  wreck. 


LORD  MAYQR  SUFFERS 
SUDDEN  WEAKNESS 

LONDON.  Sept.  30.— The  bulletin 
Issued  by  the  Irish  Belf-Determlna- 
tion  League  shows  that  after  a 
brighter  day.  Lord  'Mayor  Macswlney 
suffered  from  sudden  weakness  at  8 
o'clock  tonight,  after  which  he  slept. 

The  Lord  Mayor,  who  today  t>egan 
the  49th  day  of  his  hunger  strike, 
slept  from  9:30  o'clock  last  night  until 
12:30  o'clock  this  morning,  said  a 
bulletin  issued  by  the  Irish  Belf-De- 
termination  League  this  morning.  He 
had  no  sleep  afterward,  and  seemed 
somewhat  refreshed  this  morning,  but 
was  extremely  weak. 

The  report  of  the  Home  Office  on 
the  Lord  Mayor's  case  said  his  con- 
dltion  was  virtually  unchanged. 

"Nothing  more  than  a  slight  dally 
deterioration  is  noticeable,"  It  added. 

SINN  FEINERS  TAKE 

ARMS  FROM  STEAMER 

LONDON.  Sept.  30.— The  steamer 
Fanad  Head,  which  arrived  at  Dublin 
from  Montreal,  September  22,  was 
raided  today  for  arms  by  Sinn  Feiners. 
who  took  four  revolvers  and  one  rifle. 

The  Fanad  Head  is  a  steam 
freighter  belonging  to  the  Head  Line, 
with  head  offices  at  Belfast  and  Dub- 
lin. It  is  one  of  a  number  of  ships 
owned  by  this  firm  which  make  the 
run  from  Montreal  .  every  month, 
loaded  with  a  general  cargo.

IN  RESCUE  EFFORT 


Heroic  Engineer  Is  Killed  While 
Endeavoring  to  Avert  Crash 
of  Runaway  Cars  "on  Mil- 
waukee Railway 


BUTTE.  Mont..  Sept.  80— The  hero- 
ism of  A.  E.  Mutz,  engineer,  who  en- 
deavored, despite  the  fact  that  he 
was  not  on  duty,  to  avert  the  crash, 
was  the  outstanding  feature  of  the 
wreck  late  last  night,  caused  when 
forty  cars  of  a  westbound  Chicago, 
Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  freight  train 
broke  loose  and  started  down  grade 
near  Piedmont,  east,  of  this  city, 
crashing  into  a  gravel  train  near 
Piedmont  station  and  causing  the 
death  of  Muta  and  five  other  men. 

Besides  Mutz  the  other  victims 
were: 

James  Murray,  Butte. 

Art.    Digrpan,    Missoula. 

Roy  Somnos,  St.  Paul. 

R.  FasBln,  £t.  Paul,  and  two  un- 
identified  men. 

According  to  a  Three  Forks  dis- 
patch, one  of  the  unidentified  parties 
may  be  C.  Hanson.  An  address  found 
in  a  cigarette  case  in  his  possession 
gave  the  address  of  663ft  Maple  Street. 
Omaha.  Neb.  He  was  about  twenty- 
two   years   old. 

Bnglneer  Mutx.  who  was  not  on 
duty  on  the  gravel  train  at  the  time, 
was  standing  with  his  wife  at  the 
station  at  Piedmont  preparatory  to 
boarding  a  passenger  train  for  Three 
Forks.  Observing^  the  runaway  cars 
tearing  down  the  hill,  he  Jumped  into 
the  cab^  of  a  motor  standing  nearby, 
and  attempted  to  pull  a  string  of 
gravel  cars,  into  which  the  runaway 
cars  crashed,  into  a  siding.  He  had 
succeeded  in  getting  most  of  the 
train  Into  the  clear  when  the  ap- 
proaching cars  struck  the  gravel  cars 
from  the  rear,  and  a  flying  insulator 
from  an  overhead  power  line  passed 
through  the  cab  window  and  killed 
him.  A  oar  stHking  against  tha 
pow»r  line  pole  Is  said  to  hav*  mip- 
plled  the  Impetus  to  th«  misile 
which  killed  tiie  engtoeer.

"I    think    this    Council    should 
clde  to  tax  Improvements." 

With  this  declaration.  Councillor 
Henderson  opened  a  discussion  of 
taxation  problems  at  the  Saanlch 
Council  meeting  last  night  He 
claimed  that  the  prenoiit  system  of 
taxing  the  land  alone  was  unfair  and 
unjust.  What  did  it  matter.  ho 
wanted  to  know,  whether  he  put  his 
money  Into  property  or  into  a  house? 
They  both  should  be  taxed.  "We 
should  pay  taxes  on  wealth  stored 
away.  It  doesn't  matter  how  that 
wealth  may  be  Invested,"  w>ntlnued 
the  Councillor.  "The  prinllple  of 
taxation  is  that  all  properties  should 
be  taxed,  no  matter  in  what  form." 

"I've  been  a  disciple  of  Henry 
George  all  my  life,  but  conditions  In 
Saanlch  make  me  think  twice,"  re- 
marked   Reeve   Watson. 

Municipal  Clerk  Cowper  pointed 
out  that  under  an  imporvement  tax- 
ation scheme  Ward  Six,  which  was 
raising  most  of  the  objection  to  the 
present  system,  would  pay  much 
more  in  improvements  than  any  other 
ward  in  Saanlch.  When  this  had 
been  pointed  out  to  the  Ward  Six 
advocates  of  an  improvement  levy 
they  had  "dropped  the  matter  like 
hotcakes." 

Councillor  Henderson  stated  that 
people  would  say  that  houses  are 
built  through  industry  and  effort  and 
therefore  should  not  be  taxed.  But. 
he  demanded,  did  not  the  man  who 
put  his  money  into  land  have  to  be 
Just  as  hard-working  *aad  as  indus- 
trious? Why  then,  should  he  be 
forced  to  shoulder  all  the  taxation 
burden? 

Reeve  Watson  stated  that  he  had 
gone  into  the  question  and  had  dis- 
covered what  effect  the  Improvement 
tax  would  have  in  Ward  Six.  He 
suggested  that  Councillor  Clark  go 
Into  the  matter  and  intimated  that  he 
would  change  his  mind  If  he  did  ao.

Sept.  30.— The  hearing 
by  the  Government  of  the  appeal  from 
the  decision  of  the  Railway  Board 
granting  incrcfised  railway  rates  was 
closed  today  after  two  days  of  argu- 
ment before  Prime  Minister  Meighen 
and  several  of   his  colleagues. 

The  Prime  Minister  stated  that  due 
consideration  would  be  given  to  rep- 
resentations both  In  support  of  the 
appeal  and  In  defence  ^f  the  rates 
Judgment.  He  remarked  that  many 
of  the  matters  discussed  before  the 
Ministers  were  such  as  could  only  be 
determined  by  a  proi>erly  constituted 
tr'bunal  such  as  the  Railway  Com- 
mission. Unless  the  Government  pro- 
posed to  reverse  the  decision  of  the 
board  It  would  be  necessary  for  it  to 
confine  Itself  to  the  qilestion  of 
whether  or  not  a  policy  had  been 
adopted  which  is  repugnant  to  public 
policy.  Should  it  appear  that  an  error 
had  been  made  by  the  board,  a  refer- 
ence back  to  that  body  would  be  ap- 
propriate. However,  much  matter 
had  been  brought  forward  which 
could  receive  the  consideration  of 
the  Government,  and  a  decision  would 
be   given   as   soon   as   possible. 

During  the  afternoon  counsel  for 
the  railways,  including  W.  C.  Chis- 
holm  for  the  Grand  Trunk  system, 
and  F.  H.  Chrysler,  for  the  Canadian 
Railway  Association,  closed  their 
arguments.  Then  counsel  represent- 
ing the  appellants  were  allowed  to 
reply.  H.  J.  Symington,  counsel  for 
the  Manitoba  Government;  B.  B. 
Coyne,  counsel  for  the  Winnipeg 
Board  of  Trade;  G.  H.  Geary,  repre- 
senting the  corporation  of  Toronto, 
and  D'Arcy  Scott,  counsel  for  the  Sas- 
katchewan Government,  being  heard. 
They  emphasized  their  former  argu- 
ments and  dealt  at  some  length  with 
new  matters  brought  into  the  case  by 
the  representatives  of  the  railways. 

The  closing  argument  in  support  of 
the  appeal  was  made  by  Mayor 
Thomas  Church,  of  Toronto,  who  de- 
clared that  the  OnUrlo  GoTarnment 
Is  so  busy  administering  the  Ontario 
Temperance  Act  and  other  matters 
<n  which  it  is  concerned,  that  It  has 
not  time  to  attend  to  the  Interesta  of 
the   people. 

The  people  of  OnUrlo,  he  aald.  wera 
disappointed  with  the  C.P.R..  a  rail- 
way which  during  the  war  had  been 
patriotic.  They  thought  this  com- 
pany might  well  continue  its  patriot- 
ism for  another  year  and  not  seek  an 
Increase  in  rates. 

Mr.  Church  maintained  that  no 
Province  has  been  treated  so  badly 
.as  Ontario  in  regard  to  railway  rates, 
although  that  Province  had  borne 
the  brunt  of  the  railway  burden.  On- 
tario had  been  discriminated  against 
in  the  matter  of  short  haul  rates. 

"The  working  people  of  Toronto." 
said  Mr.  Church,  "are  almost  in  re- 
bellion about  those  things,  and  busi- 
nessmen say  the  new  rates  will  para- 
lyse  industrUl  life." 

SECURING  ADVICE 

FROM  DR.  BRITTAIN 

VANCOUVER,  SepL  30. — Capt.  W. 
J.  Conway,  a  prominent  official  of  the 
tJnlted  and  Public  Service  Coancll, 
who  was  active  In  securing  tha  en- 
gagement by  tha  city  taxation  con- 
ference of  the  services  of  Dr.  Howard 
Brittain,  superintendent  of  tha  Bureau 
of  Municipal  Research  of  Canada,  to 
come  to  the  city  and  submit  recom- 
mendations on  the  city's  taxation 
problem,  left  for  Victoria  Ust  night 
While  in  the  capital  Captain  Conway 
intends  to  suggest  to  Mayor  Porter 
and  aome  of  the  Aldarman  that  Vic- 
toria might  also  banaflt  (roan  tha 
praaanea  of  Dr.  BrItUin  on  the  coast 
and  engage  htm  to  study  Victoria's 
taaaUoo  problems,  which  ara  a4- 
mittadiy  as  aarle^  aa  thaaa  of  Vaa- 
cQuvar.  . 


PARTS,  Sept.  30. — Lithuania  has  accepted  the  invitation  of 
Poland  to  send  delegates  immediately  to  Suwalki,  and  the  Polish- 
Lithuanian  peace  conference  probably  will  befjin  tomorrow  or  Satur- 
day,  the  Trench  Foreign  Office  was  informed  today.  It  was  pointed^ 
out  at  the  Foreign  Ministry  that  indications  were  better  for  a  final 
settlement  of  the  difficulties  between  the  countries  than  at  any  time 
since  the  crisis  developed. 

Riga  Negotiations  Delayed 
RIGA,  Sept.  30. — The  Russo-Polish  peace  conference  was  at  a 
standstill  today  awaiting  the  Polish  reply  to  the  seventeen  Soviet 
proposals,  which  M.  Dombski,  head  of  the  Polish  delegation,  has 
communicated  to  the  Polish  Foreign  Minister,  Prince  Sapieha,  at 
Warsaw.  Meanwhile  the  Polish  delegation  is  uncertain  whether  the 
proposals  are  acceptable,  although  the  unofficial  view  is  that  the 
Poles  will  not  accept  the  proposed  boundary. 

It  is  apparent  Prince  Sapieha  is  the  real  head  of  the  Polish  dele- 
gation,'and  M.  Dombski  and  the  other  members  of  the  Polish  dele- 
gation virtually  are  unable  to  conduct  the  negotiations  without  com- 
municating each  fresh  step  taken  to  Warsaw. 

This  situation  is  similar  to  the  Moscow  Government  taking  a 
hand,  virtually  making  Adolph  Joffe,  head  of  the  Soviet  delegation,  a 
figurehead,  so  that  if  peace  comes,  it  will  be  a  Warsaw-Moscow 
arrangement,  instead  of  being  arrived  at  in  Riga.

The  boards  of  trade  desire  reduc* 
tion  or  removal  of  the  duties  on 
those  classes  of  mlnlnc  and  milling 
machinery  and  on  thos«  tools  and 
supplies  used  in  oonneotlon  with  the 
mininar  industry  that  are  not  menu- 
factured  In  Canada.  It  is  pointed 
out  that  many  of  theBe  types  of  ma< 
chlnery,  IndlBpennable  in  the  mining 
industry,  are  not  ^presented  in 
home  manufactures,  and  have  to  be 
imported,  with  the  result  that  the 
high  duties  borne  by  ihem  are  a  tax 
BO  burdensome  as  to  hinder  de- 
velopment  of  the   mines. 

Flotation  oils,  universally  used  in 
milla  and  concentrators,  are  among 
mining  supplies  for  which  free  ad- 
mission is  asked.  Technical  sup- 
plies, such  as  surveying  and  mathe- 
matical instruments,  should  also  be 
free  of  duty.  It  waa  contended. 
Pfotactlon   \%'anted 

On  bci^alf  of  the  lumber  Industry 
the  representations  were  similar  to 
those  made  on  the  CoaHt.  The  view 
of  thff  commercial  organizations  is 
that  the  industry  should  receive 
protection  ^n- the  common  grades 
in  which  United  States  competi- 
tion is  severely  felt  in  years  of 
American  sUfplui.  The  lack  of  nome 
protective  duty  on  common  lumber, 
it  waa  urged,  is  a  far  more  Bcrioun 
thing  for  Interior  mills  than  for 
those  at  the  coast,  which  beneflt  by 
h&VIng  other  markets  and  a  larger 
proportion    of   high    grade    product. 

The  Central  Farmers'  Institute  for 
West  Kootenay  asked  for  retention 
Of  the  duties  on  fruit  for  protection 
Y>f  the  British  Columbia  grower 
against  dumping  United  States  fruit 
on  the  rralfle  market;  and  for  ad- 
mlBslon  free  on  orchard  tools  not 
made  In  Canada.  In  regard  to  the 
tariff  generally,  the  principle  of  pro- 
tection was  favored  where  necessary 
for  encouragement  of  young  Indus- 
tries, provided  th»t  undue  burdens 
are  not  laid  on  other  mduetrles  that 
have  to  import  machinery  or  raw 
material,  or  on  the  consumer  at 
large. 

Competition   in   iron 

fJerlafing  that  the  present  tariff 
was  fairly  adequate,  but  that  Its  re- 
moval woult^ force  hlw  company  out 
of  buslnesK.  W.  H.  Cunllffe,  of  the 
Nelson  Iron  Works,  today  presented 
a    brief   to    the    tariff   rommission. 

Under  present  conditions  competi- 
tion between  the  Nelson  and  Bpo- 
kane  fovndries  ia  very  keen,  he  Hald. 
The  United  States  tariff  twlng  much 
higher  than  Canada's,  the  Spokane 
foundries  were  able  to  compete  on 
this  side  of  the  line.  Orders  were 
aooepted  from  Canadian  buyers  at 
much  lower  prlees  than  In  Spokane. 
The  tendency  of  the  buyer  to  go  to 
the  largest  centres  to  the  south  had 
resulted  in  the  Crow's  Nest  paas 
and  boundary  territories  buying 
Urgely  from  Spokane,  rather  than 
purchase  in  Canada,  in  spite  of  the 
tariff  protection. 

]jtiinbn>  Industry 

Mr.  1.  R.  Poole,  secretary  of  the 
Mountain  Lumber  Manufacturers' 
Association,  which  i^presents  fosty- 
Ave  mills  located  east  of  the  Cas- 
cades and  in  the  south  of  Albertli, 
appeared  ,before  the  commission  with 
a  brief  which  substantially  supported 
the  opinions  of  the  Coast  lumber- 
men, and  also  offered  some  new 
points.  The  mills  which  the  associa- 
tion represents -produce  approximate- 
ly nlnetyp  er  cent  of  the  lumber  pro- 
duction in  this  territory.  They  em- 
ploy 10,000  men,  a  large  proportion 
of  them  being  returned  eoldiers,  he 
stated.  During  the  Winter  months 
over  >,000  farmers  and  farm  laborers 
found  employment  with  the  mHls, 
and  the  money  so  earned  assisted  in' 
the  davaiopment  of  the  Praire  farms. 
Whenever  erops  are  poor  ifi  the 
Pralrlea  the  farmers  always  fall  back 
on  the  mills  for  support. 

In  IIIS  the  value  of  th«  lumber 
products  amounted  to  ISiSBCOOO, 
eighty  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  pro- 
duction being  paid  in  wages.  The 
lumber  industry  provides  railways 
with  an  enormous  amount  of  low 
grade  trafllo  from  districts  which 
otherwise  could  not  supply  any  ap- 
preciable revenue.  From  It  11  to 
1S14  the  United  states  shipped  Into 
the  four  Western  Provinces  "over  Hi,- 
000.000  feet  of  lumber,  resulting  in  a 
losir  to  Canada  of  over  $12,000,000. 
During  the  succeeding  flve  years. 
When,  when  the  war  tax  of  TH  per 
cent  was  effective;  the  United  States 
shipments  fell  to  73,000,000  feet. 
OOato  and  Profits 

Mr.  fi.  L.  Staples  produced  flgures 
to  show  that  there  la  no  foundation 
for  the  general  Impreeelon  that  the 
lumbering    industry    is    highly    pros- 


perous. Twenty-onO  milla  of  this  as- 
sociation in  laia  produced  :!2l.S22.- 
aT4  root  of  lumber,  valued  at  |S.a4>.- 
oao.  The  cost  ef  prodocllon  was  |5.- 
505,211,  the  proflt  Was  |t7.S2&.  This 
meant  that  on  20,000  feet,  or  enough 
to  build  the  average  prairie  house, 
the  proot  waa  only  is.zo.  ^ 

Sir  Henry  Drayton  objected  thfit 
ngures  of  this  nature  led  to  no  praxT- 
tioable  results,  and  ioatanoed  flguree 
of  a  similar  nature  prepared  some 
years  ago  by  the  prairie  wheat  farm- 
ers which  proved  that  they  were 
losing  money  on  every  bushel  Of 
wheat  raiaad. 

The  representative  of  the  aasocia- 
I  tion  said  that  the  great  need  In  Can- 
ada Is  a  permanent  and  staple  heme 
market.  In  order  to  encourage  the 
Industry  a  reasonable  proteetlon  is 
necessary  against  the  flooding  of  our 
markets  with  low  grade  United 
States  products. 

A.  K.  Lelteh,  manager  of  the  Koot- 
enay Lumber  Company,  claimed  that 
the  labor  situation  was  also  a  serious 
problem  for  lumbermen,  the  class  of 
workers  now  obtainable  being  very 
poor  as  compared  with  1114.  In- 
stancing one  example,  he  stated  that 
sawyers  in  1014  would  average  100 
logs  a  day,  whereas  today  the  aver- 
age is  from  sixty  to  atxty-flvo  logs 
per  day.  The  Lumber  Workers  of 
the  World,  a  branoh  of  the  o.B.u., 
were  operating  In  the  camps,  and 
while  this  union  waa  still  under -con- 
trol, it  was  a  factor. 

Walt  Orowere*  Ofeoe 

J.  J.  Campbell,  representing  the  Co- 
operative rrult  Growing  Association 
before  the  Tariff  Commission  here 
this  afternoon,  read  Btatements  show- 
ing tremendous  increases  in  costs  of 
all  materials  used  in  production  since 
1916,  and  sUted  that  the  United 
States  fruit  flooded  the  prairie  mar- 
kets to  the  exclusion  of  British  Col- 
umbia products.  SO  far  as  the 
prairie  dealers  arc  concerned,  he 
said,  the  fruit  men  had  nothing  to 
reproach  themflelves  with,  and  can 
refute  .iny  charges  of  profiteering. 
Where  it  formerly  took  thirty  pounds 
of  apples  to  purchase  tifly  pounds  of 
wheat,  such  aa  Is  used  to  feed  chick- 
ens  and  stock,  It  now  required  eighty

One  of  the  difflcultles  on- 
countered  by  fruit  growers  of  this 
district  Is  the  comparative  youth  of 
the-  orchards.  Other  dlstriets  being 
(farther  advanced  were  able  to  get 
through  the  hard  times  better  than 
the  Nelson  growers. 

•tarn  Industry's  ttandlcaiM 

His  Worship  Mayor  Macdonald,  of 
this  city,  on  behalf  of  the  Macdonald 
.fam  Company,  appeared  before  the 
Tariff  Commission  this  afternoon 
and  presented  a  statement  concern- 
ing the  condition  of  the  fruit  in- 
dustry In  this  district,  which  sub- 
stantiated the  brier  presented  by  the 
fruit  growers  in  the  morning.  The 
canning  industry  in  this  district  is 
seriously  hampered.  Owing  to  the 
fact  that  practically  no  small  fruits 
are  gfowo  here,  and  the  cost  of 
shipping  from  the  Coast  greatly  In- 
creases the  cost  of  production. 
Although  there  is  every  inducement 
for  ranchers  to  grow  small  fruits 
here,  the  lOseea  Inourred  during  the 
years  Iflll  to  1918  were  so  heavy 
the  email  trolt  ranching  was  ruined,  i 
High  prices  have  been  paid  for  these 
fruits  during  the  Inet  three  seasons, 
but  there  are  still  no  signs  of  a  re- 
vival   of    this    industry. 

Mayor  Macdonald  stated  that  al- 
though hlii  factory  bad  made  a  profit 
for  the  two  seasons  previous,  this 
year  he  would  lose  money.  He 
stated  that  he  waa  unable  to  compete 
with  E^ngUsh  jam  manufacturers, 
who,  although  paying  high  prloes  for 
sugar,  were  given  a  withdrawal  on 
all  Jams  shipped  out  of  England. 
Orent  quantities  of  his  raw  materials 
are  supplied  by  the  fruit  growers  of 
the  district,  and  any  withdrawal  of 
tarlffff  protection  which  resulted  ad- 
versly  to  them  would  necessarily 
affect  him  also,  and  would  mean  loss 
of  employment  to  men  working  at 
his   plants.  ^ 

Will  Hear  Mining  Men 

The  commission  will  leave  for 
Trail  tomorrow,  and  will  hold  a  ses- 
slofi  in  the  afternooiv,  when  repre- 
sentations will  be  made  by  mining 
industries. 

One  of  the  points  which  will  be 
discusee#  is  the  duty  on  imported 
mtlUns  &nd  mining  machinery. 
Large  sums  could  be  saved  by  the 
purchase  of  new  equipment  if  no 
duty  Were  imposed.  The  -  importation 
of  flotation  oils  and  chemicals  duty 
free  would  lead,  the  miners  claim, 
to  the  development  of  many  low- 
grade  ore  bodies,  which  are  now  un- 
worked   owing  to  operative  costs.

WASttlNGTON,  Sept.  30.— Btata 
Department  officials  hold  that  Rreat 
Britain  is  wen  within  her  rights  m 
closing  the  port  of  Queenstown  tO 
trans-Atlantic  vessels.

LONDON,  Sept.  30, — The  United 
States  Mall  Steamship  Company's 
i'anhandle  State  arrived  here  yester- 
day. 

A  dispatch  from  Queenstown  Mon- 
day announced  that  a  wireless  from 
the  Panhandle  State  said  she  was 
going  direct  to  Boulogne,  France. 
The  steamer  sailed  on  her  maiden 
Voyage  from  New  York,  September 
18,  bound  Tgr  Queenstown,  Boulogne 
and  London,  it  was  reported  that  her 
captain  announced  that,  despite  the 
British  Admiralty  order  closing 
Queenstown  to  eastbound  vessels  the 
Panhandle  State  would  put  in  there.

RADICALS  INJURE 
ITALIAN  TRADE 


Imports  of  Coal  Likely  to  Be 
Reduced— Seamen's  Action 
Affects  Exports — Extremists 
Still  Incite  Disorders 


LEQHORN.  lUly.  Sept.  29.  — 
Alarm  is  felt  here  over  the  prospect 
that  American  ahipmenU  of  coal  to 
Italy  will  be  stopped.  Newspapers 
of  thU  city  publish  a  telegram  re- 
ceived by  an  agent  of  an  American 
firm,   which  says: 

"Owing  to  the  revolutionary  move- 
ment in  Italy  we  have  ceased  send- 
ing coal  and  are  cancelling  former 
orders,  the  stability  of  Italian  money 
being  uncertain." 

Commenting  on  the  subject.  The 
Tempo,  of  Rome,  says  this  is  "a 
mere  episode  in  the  campaign  of 
systematic  defamation  of  Italy 
which  is  occurring  abroad." 

Newspaper  dispatches  state  that 
the  capture  of  several  steamers  by 
the  Federation  of  Seamen  has  had  a 
disastrous  consequence,  as  Italian 
exporters  have  decided  not  to  trust 
their  cargoes  to  Italian  ships. 
Switzerland,  which  formerly  used 
Genoa  in  its  commerce  with  Ameri- 
ca, has  cancelled  contracts  amount- 
ing to  1,000,000  francs,  and  is  send- 
ing its  goods  to  the  United  States 
by    way    of    Marseilles. 

Jjenine    Is    Meddling 

BERLIN.  Sept.  L'9.  —  Charges  of 
Nikolai  Lenlne.  Russian  Bolshevik 
leader,  that  the  "Itrfllan  proletariat 
was  betrayed  by  Deputies  Daragona, 
Turatl  and  Modlgliania,"  which  are 
printed  in  Die  Frelhalt,  of  this  city, 
have    produced    a    great    stir    among 


Socialists  here.  The  newspaper  also 
prints  an  article  written  by  Lenine, 
which  was  published  in  the  news- 
paper Pravada,  of  Moscow,  which 
says: 

"Events  In  Italy  must  open  the 
eyes  of  even  tfte  most  obstinate. 
Turatl,  Modlgliania  and  Daragona 
are  guilty  of  sabotage  against  the 
revolution  in  Italy  at  the  moment 
when  it  begins  to  ripen."

The  great  shock^  of  the  metal 
workers'  movement  is  passed,  but 
the  settlement  will  require  days,  and

ARGUES  ON  RATES 


■Mr.  Tilley  Contends  Tliat  Rail- 
way Is  Entitled  to  Any  Profit 
Resulting  From  Fair  and 
Reasonable  Charges 


OTTAWA.  Sept.  30.— That  the  rail- 
way is  entitled  to  whatever  profits  are 
Involved  in  working  under  rates  that 
are  fair  and  reasonable  was  the  crux 
of  the  argument  advanced  by  W.  N. 
Tilley,  K.C.,  chief  counsel  for  the 
C.  P.  R.,  In  opposing  the  request  for 
a  reversal  of  the  decision  of  the 
Railway  Board  by  the  Oovernor-in- 
Council  in  the  railway  rates  case  be- 
ing argued  before  the  Prime  Minister 
and   his  colleagues. 

Mr.  Tilley  said  this  general  prin- 
ciple had  been  established  by  the 
railway  commission  in  the  Western 
rates  case.  In  that  case  the  matter 
of  the  C.  P.  R.  surplus  haa  been  in- 
troduced and  the  board  had  decided 
that:  "The  question  fur  us  to  decide 
is  what  rates  are  fair,  irrespective  of 
what  the  surplus  is." 

"The  dcdcltH  incurred  by  other 
lines  of  railway,"  said  Mr.  Tilley,  re- 
ferring to  the  Government  system, 
"are  no  more  material  to  this  ques- 
tion than  our  surplus  is." 

The  whole  rate  situation,  he  said, 
had  been  reviewed  In  connection  with 
the  Western  and  Eastern  rates  case 
previous  to  1917,  under  rates  which 
the  Railway  Board  had  found  to  be 
Just  and  reasonable,  and  not  Involv- 
ing any  discrimination.  But  owing  to 
the  increased  cost  of  operating  ex- 
penses, the  now  rates  proved  to  be  In- 
sufficient, and  application  bad  to  be 
made  for  an  increase,  which  was  not 
granted  until  early  in  1918.  Dealing

Yarlouii^kreasons  are  usslgnsd  to  the 
downward  movement  of  prices  but  in 
every  liitelihood  the  main  one  has 
been  the  refusal  of  the  oonnumera  to 
pay  the  high  charges  prvvalling.  The 
Ituying  public  are  dontinatinp;  tbe 
ifiarket  and  bringing  about  the 
remedy  so  long  desired,  and  if  the 
present  movement  continijes  it  Is  no 
exaggeration  to  nay  that  the  -  whoie- 
wle  and  retail  business  throughout 
l|ie  country  will  be  rewarded  by  tfie 
purchasing  movement  tl^at  will  ensue.

There  will  be  a  general  hope  that 
the  forthcoming  tax  sale  will  be  a 
financial  success  for  the  city,  and  that 
In  the  meantime  an  many  as  possible 
of  the.  delinquents  will  bo  able  to 
save  tkeir  properties.  If,  h#wever, 
thef»  Is  a  large  araetint  of  prot>erty

It  hag  been  polnte4 
out  before  how  desirable  it  is  that  alt 
who  can  do  so  should  save  their  prop- 
erties, but  at  the  same  time  from 
present  Indications  the  character  of 
the  coming  tax  sale  must  prove  an- 
other compelling  argument  in  favor 
of  a  redistribution  of  ta;(atlon.  There 
la  no  use  whatever  in  attempting  to 
delude  ourselves  into  the  assumption 
that  the  municipal  financial  situation 
1^  Improving.  Thf  Pity  It  about  to  be 
burdened  with  another  long  list  of 
pfopertlea  added  to  what  Is  already 
1^  Ita  possession.

Municipalities.  The  latter  eventuality 
might  be  highly  desirable  but  he 
would  remain  an  employee  of  the 
Government  and  would  he  responsible 
td  that  authority  for  all  his  actlon.s, 
and  the  attitude  of  the  Provincial 
Cabinet  on  the  question  of  municipal 
finances  dues  not  argue  a  proper  ap- 
preciation of  the  situation.  On  the 
other  hand  a  Local  Government 
Board  would,  we  assume,  be  create4 
by  the  Legislature  and  would  have 
wide  authority  within  certain  limits. 
The  present  flnanMal  position  of  the 
chief  municipalities  within  the  Prov- 
ince is  a  conclusive  argument  in 
favor  of  some  authority  of  financial 
ability  being  brought  Into  existence 
for  the  purpose  of  preserving  muni- 
cipal credit.  This  course  commends 
Itself  to  anyone  who  looks  to  the 
future  and  wishes  municipal  progress 
to  develop  on  safe  and  sane  lines.  No 
doubt  the- opposition  to  any  such 
move  Is' determined  ar^iong  all  those 
who.  believe  their  powers  would  he 
Infringe^  but  there  are  large  num- 
bers of  property  owners,  especially  in 
the  municipalities  of  Victoria  and  Van- 
couver, who  are  overburdened  with 
taxes  and  who  would  favor  a  Boar4 
which  would  have  the  authority  to 
restrain  expenditures  which  often 
prove  to  be  needless. 


has.  of  course,  been  a  first  charge  i 
on  our  efforts  and  funds,  and  no 
appeal  from  any  returned  man  has 
been  refused  if  it  has  been  possible 
to  fill  it.  L.arge  requisitions  for 
•upplisw  from  hospitals  and  sana- 
toria are  constantly  being  filled,  and 
e\ery  effort  Is  made  to  supply  the 
needs   of    these    unfortunate    men. 

Ve  propoiee  in  the  near  future  to 
undertake  considerable  educational 
work  by  the  disaerolnatlon  of  knowl- 
e4ge  on  public  health  problems,  en- 
deavoring to  reach  those  of  our  pop- 
ulation who«are  least  Informed  on 
such  matters.  The  public  health 
nurse  Is  doing  great  work  4long 
these  lines,  but  o/  necessity  It  will 
be  a  considerable  time  before  all  the 
outlying  communities  of  our  Prov- 
ince can  be  enlightened  by  such 
means. 

In  tile  future  we  hope  to  give  our 
efforts  and  accomplishaaents  greater 
publicity,  and  in  this  wa  confidently 
rely  on  the  sympathetic  co-operation 
of  our  editors.

sir. — You  have  recently  received 
from  the  Headquarters  of  our  Boolety 
In  Toronto  a  short  summary  regard- 
ing the  peace-time  policy  oiP  the  Cana- 
dian Bed  Cross  Society,  which  is 
continuing  In  existence  ns  a  valuable 
factor  In  prpmotlng  .  "the  Improve- 
ment of  health,  the  prevention  r»f 
disease,  and  the  mitigation  of  suffer- 
ing" in  this  British  Columbia  of  oui-n. 
We  think  it  is  not  untimely,  there- 
fom».  to  follow  this  up  with  a  few 
brief  statements  concerning  the  place 
the  British  Columbia  Division  ofz-thc 
Soci^^ty  has  filled  up  to  the  present 
In  this  scheme. 

During  the  first  year  of  organization 
we  haveliad  to  find  our  plaee  in  the 
public  health  work  of  the  Province, 
without  overlapping  the  work  of  other 
existing  agencies  working  on  similar 
lines,  and  In  deciding  to  cu-o|icrHtr 
With  the  Provinel^l  Department  of 
lltnlth  and  these  other  voluntary  or- 
ganisations, we  think  the  Government 
will  admit  that  the  Red  Crosa  Society 
has  enabled  the  public  health  work 
ef  tha  Province  to  take  a  great  step 
forward.  Since  last  May  five  nursps 
out  of  ten  we  undertook  tt)  train  and 
maintain  hav»  been  placed  in  rural 
districts:  the  Society  is  paying  the 
salary  of  these  nurses  and.  In  addition, 
financially  asaUrttag  other  centres 
that  are  unable  to  mqlntaln  their  dis- 
trict nurse.  The  reports  of  our  nursea 
show  splendid  work  Is  being  done  ia 
the  rural  districts  on  t>ehalf  of  suffer- 
ing humanity.

Stolen   and   ]«at   Bicycles 

Letter    No.    2 

Blr.— In  this  lett»5r  I  wish  to  refer 
to  t'le  methods  ►employed  by  some 
of  the  people  who  steal  bicycles,  to 
cover  their  tracks  and  so  escape  the 
punishment  that  they  are  Justly  en- 
titled   to. 

One  of  our  customers  who  had 
purchased  a  new  Mussey  bicycle,  of 
the  latest  design,  for  his  son,  as  a 
preseiit,  reported  a  few  weeks  later 
that  the  machine  had  been  stolen 
from  one  of  tha  theatres  while  the 
lad  was  enjoying  the  show.  The 
most  careful  watch  and  search  by 
the  authorities  and  the  boy's  fantjly 
failed  to  find  any  trace  of  the  valu- 
able machine,  and  as  the  weeks  went 
on  the  matter  was  passing  from 
of  all  ^but  the  losers.  One  day.  a 
gentleman,  well  known  to  us,  came 
Into  the  store  and  asked  Us  If  we 
would  buy  an  old  cycle  frame  ^n4  a 
wheel  from  him,  -is  he  had  no  use 
for  It.  He  was  asked  to  bring  it  In 
and  we  would  place  a  value  on  It. 
The  reader  may  Imagine  the  surprise 
of  the  writer  when,  a  few  days 
later,  the  gentleman  came  In  with  a 
fine  green  Masscy  4ramc  and  parts 
of  a  rear  wheel.  On  being  -  ques- 
tioned, he  stated  thut  he  was  taking 
a  walk  along  the  waterfront,  where 
there  were  some  empty  shatks,  and 
glancing  Into  one  of  them  he  saw 
the  parts  lying  there  and  took  them 
homo  with  him.  aa  the  house  was 
deserted.

small  minority  who  drink  to  excess 
may  havj  difficulty  in  obtaining  that 
for  which  they  crave,  while  at  the 
snAie  time  it  makes  nu  attempt  to 
reform  or  eura  those  inebriates  in 
whose  interests  the  law  was  supposed 
to  have  been  enacted;  and  any  pro- 
hibitive or  reHiricllve  law  that  does 
not  make  provision  for  the  cure  and 
reformation  of  exoasslve  drinkers  is 
worsa  than  useless.  If  any  person 
must  be  penalized  by  the  laa*  tt 
should  boMhe  intempe/ate,  and  nut 
those  who  aro  temperate  and  law- 
abiding;  common  law  makes  tha  thief 
suffer  and  not  those  whom  he  has 
robbed,  and  the  same  pnnciple  should 
i>e  applied  to  Inebrialea. 

That  the  present  law  has  causc<) 
many  law-abiding  persons  to  become 
law  breakers,  tn  order  that  they  may 
obtain  what  they  have  been  aecua- 
tomed  to  use  In  modeiatlon,  and  of 
which  Ihey  feel  they  have  been  un- 
justly deprived,  is  evident  from  the 
number  of  seiaures  of  liciuor  by  the 
police,  the  llauor  having  been  con- 
nscated  and  the  owners  punlchcd  by 
nno  and  in  some  cases  imprisonment. 
The  aat  has  eauaed  and  eneeuraged 
unscrupulous  persons  to  establish 
numerous  Ulicit  distiHeriae  in  laolatad 
places  throughout  the  country:  know- 
ing that,  being  unable  to  procure  the 
liquor  in  tha  ordinary  w#  to  aatisry 
thair  craving,  the  confirmed  drinkers 
would >.be  only  too  glad  to  get  any 
Vila,  unwhaleaapia  tmtl  thay  might 
produce,  to  grattfy  thair  longtnf. 
however  axtravagant  the  cpet.  and 
regardleso  of  the  qtiallty  mt  injurioua 
nature  ef  the  llauld  euppllad. 

Anot|«er  ragvU  hi  the  enarmoiis 
increase  In  the  aalf  0(  dnifa  and  nar- 
cotits.  which  ars  far  mors  iniurioas 
than  aloohalia  iHiuora.  and  are  douht- 
lesa  purch«aa4  hy  those  who.  being 
unable  ta  yaaeusa  tha  llqwar  thay  da- 
slrt.  f$tn  tf  any  enhMHuta  tl<at 
wbaid  rellera  thair  graving,  withotit 
any  care  or  thavght  aa  ta  afttr  cap- 


patlen^  an  It  compels  him  to  pay  an 
extravagant  price  for  the  liquor  re- 
quired, in  addition  to  the  doctor's  fee 
for  the  oertifloate.  while  in  some  oaaes 
the  delay  In  procuring  It  might  be  at- 
tended   with    serious    consequences. 

It  is  unfair  to  the  medieal  pro- 
fession, and  to  the  doctors  individu- 
ally, as  it  places  them  in  the  unen- 
viable and  invidious  iiositlon  of  Slav- 
ing to  deride  who  should  have  and 
who  should  nat  have  alcohol,  thera- 
by  Placing  temptatlan  befora  any  un- 
scrupulous man.  If  there  should  be 
one  in  the  profession,  to  giva  a  cer- 
tipcate  to  any  person  willing  to  pay 
the  fee  (or  the  aaase. 

It  Is  discriminatory,  as  .under  Ita 
arovisiona  any  "houaeholder  may  have 
llnuor  in  his  house,  but  a  hatelkeapar. 
whose  hatel  Is  hi*  heme,  or  any  per- 
son wHto  reaMra  at  a  hot«l  is  liable  to 
line  or  imprisonment  if  any  be  found 
in   hi.-)   possession. 

It  ia  tyrannical,  t>«lng  a  groas  inr 
fringemant  af  tha  rights  and-  liberty 
of  indir'duals.  for  tha  matotananoa  of 
wliich  our  forefathers  hnve  been 
sirugftiiig  «|nce  the  tiiaa  of  Kinf 
Jahn,  gnd  which  should  not  be  si^r- 
renderod  at  tl»a  dictation;  of  ihdsa 
who.  while  they  Iralieve  tliat  Uf  etlP- 
porting  rrohlbitlon  they  would  be 
helping  the  Intemperate,  have  allowed 
tlieir  hopes  in  that  respect  to  over- 
earns    their    oomnon  oenae. 

With  such  an  arraignment  of  facta 
againat  it,  it  ia  dlfflcult  to  understand 
haw  anr  thoughtful  person   can   vote

to  $2,500,000.  Pier  53.  a  wooden

with  most  of  the  contents. 

The  fire  was  still  burning  at  9  a.m., 
but  was  under  control.  The  Italian 
steamship  Etna,  with  a  cargo  of 
wheat,  was  still  afire.  It  was  be- 
lieved that  the  cargo  would  be  a  total 
loss,  and  damage  to  cargo  and  ship 
was  estimated  at  $1,000,000. 

The  loading  devices  of  the  sulphur 
plant,  where  the  fire  originated,  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Pier  53,  were 
destroyed,  although  some  of  the  sul- 
phur storage  bins  escaped. 

The  ships  Hornsby  Castle,  British; 
■Erkene,  Swedish,  and  the  Ventura  de 
Laringa,  were  moved  to  places  of 
safety. 

It  was  reported  15  cars  of  cotton 
were   destroyed. 

Great  difficulty  was  encountered  in 
fighting  the  lire  because  of  the  high 
wind,  which  was  blowing  at  about  30 
miles  an   hour. 

Forty  freight  cars  on  tracks  at  the 
sulphur    plant    were    destroyed. 

fumes  from  the  burning  sulphur,  but 
none  of  them  were  In  a  serious  con- 
dition. More  than  a  hundred  National 
Guardsmen  have  been  on  duty  at  the 
fire. 

The  plant  of  the  Anchor  Milling 
Company,  a  cottonseed  cake  grinding 
plant,  situated  Just  north  of  Pier  35, 
was  destroyed.  No  estimate  of  this 
loss   has  been   made. 

The  steamship  Franconia,  in  the 
slip  at  Pier  34,  escaped  with  only 
minor  damage. 

Fire  Chief  Ryan  received  ix  letter 
yesterday  postmarked  from  some  city 
in  Canada,  warning  him  that  "you 
are  going  to  be  destroyed."  The  let- 
ter, which  he  took  as  the  work  of  a 
crank,    was  signed    "John."

TO  AMALGilMATION 


Great  War  Veterans  Consider 
Scheme  for  United  Action  by 
Veterans  Should  Amalga- 
mation Plans  Fail

subject  being,  "What  Have  Ye  Which 
Ye  Have  Not  Received?"  The  speaker 
reminded  the  big  congregation  pres- 
ent of  the  manifold  material  blessings 
which  they  enjoyed  in  this  country 
of  wonderful  resources.  But  they 
must  not  forget  that  all  these  thing* 
were  given  by  Qod.  The  church  waa 
beautifully  decorated  with  fruit  jnd 
flowers. 

Following  the  service  in  the  church 
there  was  a  reception  in  the  school- 
room, the  ladies, of  the  congrogation 
being  responsible  for  tie  arrange- 
ments.

for  the  purpose  of  acting  in  a  com- 
prehensive nnd  authoritative  manner 
on  behalf  of  veteran  opinion.  Mem- 
bership will  be  oi  two  kinds,  direct 
and  afniiated.  direct  members  being 
those  included  In  the  membership  of 
no  other  body  of  similar  nature,  and 
affiliated  members  including  the  com- 
plete membership  of  the  various  as- 
sociations adhering  to  the  federation. 

This  scheme  is  being  considered  by 
the  G.W.V.A.  as  an  alternative  plan 
to  actual  amalgamation,  and  in  the 
hope  of  again  giving  the  lead  to  the 
Dominion  in  matters  affecting  vet- 
erans.

In  one  case 
n  womsn.  otherwise  qualified,  was 
rejected  becaiise  she/  was  possesspd 
of  $4,000  in  Victory  bonds,  and  a 
number  have  been  refused  because 
they  had  no  ehlld  or  children, 
though,  in  all  other  respects,  they 
might  have  well  come  within  the 
meaning   of  the   Act.

Mr.  Crawford  Coates,  the  famous 
old  Philadelphia  cricketer,  was"  the 
successful  plaintiff  in  a  suit  against 
his  former  partner.  J.  A.  Hodgkln- 
son,  which  was  tried  before  His 
Honor  .ludgc  Uitnjmian  in  the 
County  Court  yestei^iy.  The  action 
was  brought  to  recover  the  sum  of 
$835.45,  being  tho  amount  alleged  to 
he  due  partly  on  the  sale  of  furni- 
ture by  plaintiff  to  the  defendant, 
and  also  on  personal  loans  made  to 
the  latter  during  a  period  of  nearly 
one   year.  '' 

Mr.  Coates  occupied  the  witness 
box  for  nearly  two  hours  yesterday, 
while  he  told  the  story  of  how  he 
had  been  brought  to  the  point  of 
financial  disaster  by  the  plausible 
busine.ws  methods  and  personal  mag- 
netism of  the  defendant.  Plaintiff 
said  he  had  been  induced  by  the 
latter  to  give  up  a  good  .business, 
and  to  enter  a  partnership  in  the 
ownership  of  a  talc  mine.  which 
was  always  on  the  point  of  ranking 
both  their  fortunes,  but  which  Hn- 
nlly  turned  out  to  he  a  worthless 
asset. 

Plaintiff  said  that  the  defendant 
wrti  alwn.V8  about  to  engage  In  philan- 
thropic schemes,  which  never  got 
further  than  paper.  He  had  drawn 
up  an  assignment  of  a  school  for 
destitute  children — on  paper.  The 
school  had  not  been  built  but  that 
did  not  prevent  Its  SMlgnment.  De. 
fendant  had  written  a  letter  of  gift, 
which  was  read  In  cotfrt,  making 
over  to  plnintirr  the  entire  ownership 
of  the  tnlc  mine,  and  had  wound  up 
this  expression  of  his  fervid  admira- 
tion for  the  friendship  of  plaintiff 
by  appealing  to  plaintiff  to  go  to  the 
financial  assistance  of  defendant's 
family,  who  were  in  need  In  Victoria. 
A  Loalnc  Venture 
Plaintifr  testified  that  he  had  sold 
■  n  interest  in  the  talc  mine  for 
11.000.  He-  had  turned  more  than 
$SS0  of  this  money  over  to  defend- 
ant for  the  purchase  of  machinery 
for  the  mine,  and  when  that  venture 
afterwards  turned  out  to  be  hope- 
less, plaintiff  mnnlderM  himself 
|»«UA4  ia  booor  to  make  aotat  sort 


of  restitution  to  the  purchaser.  He 
had  accordinpjy  |>artfd  with  his  al- 
most latit  remaining  asset,  a  l-'ord 
motor  car.  Plaintiff  had  supplied  the 
defendant  with  personal  funds,  for 
the  relief  of  the  lalter'a  family,  on 
numerous  occasion.*,  and  all  the 
sums  now  itemized  in  his  statement 
of  claim  were  either  such  personal 
loans,  or  else  were  moneys  due  for 
furniture  supplied  at  defendant's 
order. 

.Most  of  defendant's  own  testimony 
lelited  to  the  tangled  alTaiis  of  the 
talc  mine,  but  the  learned  judge  in 
giving  judgment  with  costs  for  the 
plaintiff,  said  there  was  no  doubt 
that  defendant  was  liable  for  the 
sums  duo  on  the  purchase  of  the 
furniture,  and  also  for  the  jiersonal 
loans     made     by     the     plaintiff.  His 

Honor  added,  in  respect  of  the  talc 
mine,  that  he  was  bound  to  record 
his  regret  that  so  much  good  money 
should  have  been  sunk  in  that  hope- 
less   venture.

Robert  Cassidy,  K.C.,  Refused 
Freedom  of  Client  Here, 
Goes  to  Vancouver  to  Renew 
Application  ^ 


The  refusal  of  Mr.  Justice  Gregory 
yesterday  to  grant  the  habeas  corpus 
appllcaUon  on  behalf  of  8pero  Pa- 
nasls  will  mean  that  the  man.  for 
whom  the  Winnipeg  police  authorities 
are  said  to  be  sending  an  emlasary 
with  a  warrant  for  hla  arrest,  must 
remain  In  his  present  state  of  dur- 
ance at  the  city  police  station,  pend- 
ing the  arrival  of  the  Winnipeg  of- 
ficer. Meanwhile,  Mr.  Robert  Cas- 
sidy, K.C.,  who  has  been  represent- 
ing the  IntereaU  of  the  arrested  man, 
has  gone  over  to  Vancouver,  with  the 
declared  Intention  of  presenting  his 
motion  for  the  release  of  the  man  to 
another  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

Mr.  Cassidy  came  before  Mr.  Jus- 
tice Gregory,  In  the  chambers  of  the 
learned  Judge  yesterday  morning, 
with  an  application  that  the  order 
nisi  granted  on  the  previous  day 
should  be  made  absolute;  a  favorable 
decision  on  which  motion  would  have 
meant  the  enlargement  of  the  de- 
tained man. 

The  application  was  opposed  on  bo- 
half  of  the  City  Police  Department 
by  City  Prosecutor  Harrison,  who 
opened  the  argument  by  reading  the 
several  affldaviu  of  Chief  of  Police 
Langley,  Detective  Inspector  Perdue 
and  Detective  Siciliano.  These  affida- 
vits mainly  set  forth  the  telegraphic 
and  other  correspondence  be- 
tween the  local  police  and  that  of  the 
cities  of  Winnipeg  and  Vancouver.

wanted  In   that  cl^.  on  two  charges, 
those    of    the      misappropriation      of 
$3,000    collected    for    various      Greek 
bakers  of   Winnipeg,   and   further   of 
assault    occasioning    grievous      bodily 
harm.     Other  telegrams  from  Winni- 
peg and  Vancouver,  as  contained     in 
the  affidavits,  showed  that  Panasis  is 
one  of  a  syndicate  of  Greeks  owning  a 
racehorse,   which   has     recently     ap- 
peared at  the  Vancouver  and  Victoria 
race  meetings.     He  has  been  staying 
in   the  city  at   the  Westholme   Hotel; 
and   was  arrested    by   Detective  Sici- 
liano, as  set  forth  in  the  affidavit  of 
that  officer. 

City  Prosecutor  Harrison  contended 
that   both   of   these  alleged      offences 
were  of  the  sort  for  which  an  officer 
of  the  law  may  arrest  without  a  war- 
rant,  whenever  he  has  reason  to  be- 
lieve   that    the    man    so    arrested      Is 
guilty   of   the   offence.      Mr.    Harrison 
said  that  it  was  obvious  that  this  must 
be  so,  or,  to  take  an  extreme  instance, 
a    police    officer   would   be   unable   to 
arrest  for  the  crime  of  murder  with- 
out a  warrant,  unl'ess  such  an  officer 
bad   actually   witnessed   the   commis- 
sion of  a  crime.      Mr.  Harrison  said 
that  it  was  true  Indeed  to  say  that  a 
private  citizen,  who  might  arrest  any 
person  for  the  commission  of  a  crime 
done   In   his   sight,   had    no  authority 
under  the  code  to  arrest  on  the  be- 
lief that  a  crime  had  been  commit- 
ted; but  it  was  equally  true  that  such 
a    limitation    was    expressly   removed 
by  the  code  in  the  case  of  an  officer 
of  the  law.

made  a  substitute  for  arrest  by  due 
warrant.  There  was  no  authority  in 
law  for  such  a  practice,  said  Mr.  Cas* 
sidy.  Panasis  could  not  have  been  ar- 
rested without  warrant  In  Winnipeg 
for  these  offences,  continued  Mr.  Cas- 
sidy;  and  how  then  could  that  be 
done  in  Victoria,  merely  on  the 
strength  of  a  telegram  received  by 
the  police?  Mr.  Cassidy  bel^  that 
there  was  no  question  at  all  that  when 
a  man  in  the  position  of  his  client 
came  before  a  judge  on  a  writ  of 
habeas  corpus,  he  was  entitled  to  be 
enlarged,  at  least  until  a  warrant  ar- 
rived for  his  arrest. 

Mr.  Justice  Gregory  said  that  the 
application  for  the  release  of  Pana- 
sis would  be  disallowed.  Section  646 
of  the  Criminal  Code  gave  authority 
to  any  dtixen  witnessing  the  commis- 
sion of  a  crime  to  arrest  the  criminal. 
But,  said  His  Lordship,  a  police  of- 
ficer was  expressly  invested  by  the 
code  with  the  authority  to  arrest 
without  warrant,  whenever  he  had 
reasonable  grounds  for  suspecting  a 
man  of  crime. 

The  learned  Judga  informed  Mr. 
Cassidy  of  the  probable  movements  of 
Chief  Justice  Hunter,  In  order  that 
counsel  might  renew  his  application 
before  another  judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  in  accordance  with  the  ax- 
pressad  determination  of  Mr<  Cassidy. 
It  was  learned  later  that  the  Chief 
Justice  was  not  in  Victoria;  and  the

AFTER-WAR  DISEASE 


By  a  Psychologist   in   The  London 
Daily   Mail  • 


Ever  aince  the  armistice  we  have 
had  pointed  out  to  us  a  hundred  and 
one  different '  circumstances  as  being 
each  the  main  cause  for  the  prevail- 
ing  unrest. 

This  unrest  seems  to  prevail  more 
among  the  manual  workers  of  the 
world  than  among  the  other  classes. 
Actually  this  is  not  so.  Unrest 
merely  shows  Itself  among  the  for- 
mer more  readily,  by  such  evidences 
as  strikes  and  threats  of  strikes,  on 
what     would,     before    the    war,    have

But  to  those  who  are  Interested  In 
human  nature  and  the  psychological 
make-up  of  mankind  another  factor 
Is  apimrcnt,  an  Inherent  quality — If 
such  it  may  be  culled — of  the  human 
mind.  A  strict  disciplinarian  would 
call  it  laziness.  That  is  too  har^h  a 
term.  "Lethargy"  perhaps  comes 
nearer  to  *a  true  description  of  it. 
•  •  •  • 

All  of  us  feel  at  times  that  our 
work  becomes  burdonaome.  We 
feel  inclined  to  hurry  through  what- 
ever must  be  done  today  and  To  put 
oft  the  rest  till  tomorrow.  Our  men- 
tal energy  feels  inadequate  for  tho 
task    before  us. 

Now  man  is  by  no  means  a  ra- 
tional being,  as  any  psychologist  will 
tell  us.  But  inwardly  he  likes  to 
think  that  bis  actions  and  opinions 
are  governed  purely  by  reason.  That 
being  so,  he  will  always  find  scores 
of  reaaona  for  any  prejudice,  par- 
ticular course  of  action,  or  feeling. 
Hence,  when  this  feeling  of  "leth- 
argy" comes  to  us  we  attempt  to 
Justify    it. 

We  are  not  well — Just  a  touch  of 
liverlshness.  W»  are  getting  atale 
because  we  need  a  holiday.  We  are 
overworked,  or  the  weather  Is  close 
lind  depressing.  Anything,  in  fact, 
which  can  possibly  account  for  our 
feeling  of  "Icthargj." 

But  let  us  be  candid  with  our- 
selves.    When   do  wo   feel  this  "leth- 

arg)-"  most? ACtciv-a.  i)ariod..oi.  buay 

activity,  with  every  moment  occu- 
pied from  morn  till  night?  On  the 
contrary,    it    is    during    and    particu- 


larly after  a  time  when  things  have 
been  rather  slack;  or  when  we  have 
returned  from  a  holiday;  it  is  then 
that    we    feel    "leiharglc." 

If,  however,  this  factor  has  always 
existed  In  the  human  mind  why 
should  it  show  itself  more  now  than 
before  the  war?  Because  It  haa  in- 
creased. 

Now  the  very  circumstances — al- 
ready enumerated — which  lead  to  its 
temporary  outburst  will,  if  con- 
tinued or  oft  repeated,  inevitably 
lead  to  its  prolonged  increase.  Dur- 
ing the  war  these  circumstances  were 
abundant.  Men  in  the  army,  often 
had — very  necessarily — long  periods 
of  "masterly  Inuctlvily."  Many  of 
those  ut  home  were  engaged  on  war 
work  of  shorter  hours  and  much 
higher  lenjuneration  than  t-he4i 
vious  employment.  Everyone  under- 
went a  certain  amount  of  nervous 
strain. 

All  this  has  led  to  an  increase  of 
the  general  susceptibility  to  'leth- 
argy." Thus  we  clutch  at  tho  slight- 
est pretext  for  relieving  ourselves 
temporarily  of  our  duties.  The  sim- 
plest example  of  such  a  case  is  seen 
in  the  "one-day  atrlke"  aa  a  protest 
against  the  Rent  Act  or  the  like.  A 
petition  worded  by  an  able  advocate 
and  signed  by  several  thousand  peo- 
ple would  be  a.  far  more  eRIclent  pro- 
teat.  But  no.  It  must  be  a  "one- 
day  strike" — "lethargy"  haa  us  in  Its 

grip.  •

The  remedy?  Time  and  a  clear 
recognition  of  the  cause  by  a  frank 
confession  of  our  very  human  weak- 
nesses. .

New  Health  Campaign — A 
Revolution  in  Medicine 


•••v 


tBy  the  Medical  Correspondent  of  The  London  Times) 


The  student  of  contemporary  medi- 
cine mast  hAve  perceived  that  a  revo- 
lution !■  taking  place  In  the  whole 
attitude  towards  the  prevention  and 
<ure  of  dlscane.  Of  this  revolution 
the  various  "questions"  which  arise 
from  time  to  time  are  mere  expres- 
sions. Ideas  are  changinK:  new  points 
of  view  are  becoming  important. 
£}v«n  the  present  plight  of  the  volun- 
tary hospitals  is  not  wholly  a  result 
of  the  tendency  to  exalt  the  study  of 
early  disease  over  the  study  of  disease 
in   ita  later  manifestations. 

If  we  would  comprehend  this 
change  we  must  recognise  that  the 
great  movement  which  began  with 
Pasteur  and  Lister  has,  an  a  "move- 
ment," come  to  an  end — though,  of 
counie,  it  ia  equally  true  that  so  mo- 
mentous a  body  of  )<nowledge  can 
never  be  limited  in  its  ultimate  effect.' 
But  the  "age  of  the  laboratory"  in  a 
narrow  sense  is  past.  We  nor  longer 
believe  that  the  problem  of  diseaso 
can  be  solved  in  any  other  way  than 
by  a  combined  effort  of  many  differ- 
ent agencies.  You  cannot,  for  ex- 
ample, solve  it  by  "hygiene."  nor  yet 
by  eocinl  enactments,  nor  yet  by  the 
employment  of  "cordona"  of  bucteri- 
ologlstfl.  nor  by  vaccines,  no  matter 
how  polyvalent,  nor  by  drugs,  nor  by 
surgery.  You  cannot  even  solve.  It 
by  prlduclng  a  eugenic  type  and  Itecp- 
ing  It  In  perfect  physical  health — for 
the  mind  ia  greater  than  ttto  body, 
and  |he  "eugenic  mind"  is  not  neces- 
sarily Hn  Inhabitant  of  the  eugenic 
body. 

In  short,  no  one  possesses  the  phil- 
osopher's stone/  Nor  is  it  any  use  to 
recount  miracles.^  A  few  are  vastly 
impressed  by  apparatus,  and  will  gape 
if  taken  Into  a  laboratory  or  an  X-ruy 
room,  or  shown  that  recondite  instru- 
ment, the  electro-cardiograph.  Think- 
ing people  know  better.  They  recog- 
nise that  progress  in  not  assured  when 
Instruments  are  multiplied.  If  told 
that  medical  iclente  Is  too  complex 
now  to  be  understood  except  by  the 
very  elect,  they  ^e^ly  "80  much  the 
worse  for  medical  science."  Nor  are 
they  more  deeply  ImpresHcd  when 
prieata  of  a  different  order  talk  pom- 
pously of  the  "relation  of  doctor  and 
patient,'*  as  If  that  relationship  were 
not  founded,  like  any  Mher  relatlon- 
shiiK  on  principles  of  common  pcnse 
and  common  Judgment. 

Tbo   Period   Bcfnro   PaHtevr 

T|ie  doctor  of  40  years  ago  was  a 
stu^pnt  (>'  human  nature  and  of  the 
fsco  of  health  and  disease.  His  medi- 
cine belonged  to  the  same  spacious 
world.  Perhaps  he  knew  less  thaji 
we  know,  or  think  we  know,  of  the 
workings  of  the  human  organism. 
Cortalnly  he  knew  much  less  of  the 
causes  and  mannem  of  disease.  He 
talked  still  of  "humors"  In  the  blood, 
of  "miasma."  and  a  host  of  other 
TMna  phenomena.  Bacteria  wero  un- 
known to  him  in  otir  sense  of  them. 
The  X^ray  had  not  helped  him  nor 
had  \}ia  large  electric  mechanism  of 
thes*  days  cnaMed  him  to  pooe  as  a 
modern  Caglfestro.  ffe  studlvd  «>-mp- 
toBog  and  apiigM  in  kta  study  the 
their  OtMlU  tt  produc- 


tion, above  all  their  slgnlHcance.  Ho 
made  much  of  "warding  0(1"  infec- 
tions and  illnesses.  He  knew  that  a 
patient  seeks  his  doctor  in  order  that 
he  may  learn  what  such  and  such  a 
pain  or  bche  portends  in  the  future. 
He  might  follow  the  secret  processes 
of  the  mind  tortured  by  doubts  and 
fears,  and  might  estimate  the  reaction 
of  mind  on  body  in  the  general  "make 
up"  of  disease.  He  was  accustomed 
to  analyze  this  "make  up"  into  Its 
component  parts.  Often  he  was  able, 
by  a  swift  descent  on  the  ensentlal.  to 
break  the  spell  and  unbind  the  victim. 

This  was  scientific  work  In  a  true 
sen.sp,  but,  as  events  were  to  show 
it  was  heavily  weighted  towards  one 
side  of  (he  problem.  The  old  doctors 
studied  the  "Hoil":  of  the  "seed"  he 
knew  but  little.  Pasteur  and  IJster 
broke  upon  him  like  a  hurricane, 
and  In  a  night,  as  it  were,  his  knowl- 
edge and  all  it  portended  was  swept 
away  amid  sneers  and  contumely. 

We  are  only  begmnlng  to  under- 
stand the  extent  of  that  tragedy.  The 
"bacteriological  age"  has  achieved  so 
much  that  our  eyes  have  not  seen 
how  much  also  it  has  failed  to 
achieve.  Dazsled  by  its  successes,  we 
have  marked  Its  failures  much  too 
lightly. 

Tlio  JLaboratory  Supreme 

One  thing,  however,  the  bacterio- 
logical age  made  certain — the  preven- 
tion of  disease.  If  disease  jnras  caused 
by  a  germ,  that  germ  could  be  de- 
stroyed. Here  was  the  basis  of  the 
public  health  services,  which  now  In- 
clude tuberculosis  and  venereal  dis- 
ease In  their  purview.  Thus  the  "doc- 
tor" was  left  behind,  as  it  seemed;  the 
rising  tide  of  laboratory  medicine 
flowed  away  from  him.  There  were 
the  great  triumphs  of  the  antl-dipb- 
therla  serum,  of  salvursan.  of  the  dis- 
coveries in  connection  with  tropical 
diw^ase.  In  tlje  first  flush  of  this  suc- 
cess research  workers  declared  that 
I  hey  took  no  Interest  In  "cures."  That 
doctrine  obtained  so  Arm  a  hold  that 
It  was  even  said  that  if  only  we  were 
prepared  to  organise  sufflclently  we 
c»uld   prevent  any  and  every  disease. 

That  doctrine,  it  will  be  noted,  if 
pressed  to  its  extreme  timlu.  would 
have  made  a  clean  sweep  of  the 
"doctor."  The  object  was  prevention 
with  a  big  P.  Prevention,  it  was  laid 
down,  meaiA  laboratories  and  orgon- 
isatlon — a  kind  of  ntedleal  Scotland 
yard.  There  were  to  be  no  more 
"bottles  of  medicine"  and  family 
physicians.  By  wise  administration 
we  might  hope  to  reach  universal 
health.  ' 

This  view  was  obviously  trans- 
itional. It  gave  us  a  great  Inspiration, 
but  it  could  not  of  Itself  give  us  much 
more.  Almost  as  soon  as  we  had 
conceived,  the  notion  of  controlling 
the  action  of  bacteria — of  prevention, 
that  Is,  rather  than  cure — we  found 
th.tt  every  uneured  person  ia  himself 
a  carrlej-  of  bacteria.  The  truth  sud- 
denly emerged  that  prevention  iflth- 
out  cure  In  human  disease  to  Impos* 
•iblva  .L'niass  yon  cure  the  sick  and 
ih«  0Uea94  you  oaaaot  prsvua  tha 


spread     of     their     sickness     and      In- 
fections. 

Tlic    Doctor   III  a    New   Role 

I5e-enter  the  "doctor"!  Cut  the 
doctor  in  a  new  capacity.  The  bac- 
teriologist  of  lodiiy  Hays:  , 

"I  have  found  the  seed.  1  can 
assure  you  that  if  you  will  destroy 
this  Heed  there  will  he  no  discadc. 
But  the  seed  is  .sown  In  human  bodicH. 
You  must  deal  with  these  human 
bodies.  You  muHt  deal  with  them 
properly,  feed  them  properly,  exercise 
them  properly,  and  remove  from  them 
dangers  like  bad  Hanitution.  Thus 
.you  will  make  them  reKlstunt  to  the 
seed  If  it  should  fall  upon  them.  You 
muHt  also  cure  them  If  Infected  lest 
■  the  seed  blow  from  the  infected  to  the 
uninfected.  I,  the  bacteriologlHt,  will 
help  you  to  recognize  the  seed.  I 
may  be  able  to  destroy  some  of  it. 
But  I  cannot  act  alone." 

Thus  at  last  harmony  has  been  re- 
stored. We  know  now  that  tireventioii 
Is  a  double  problem.  Theie  is  the 
side  which  deals  with  the  seed.s  of 
disease  alone,  and  there  Is  the  side 
which  dcal.<?  with  disease  in  human 
bodies.  The  medical  officer  of  health 
may.  for  example,  condemn  tubercu- 
lous milk.  That  is  one  kind  of  pre- 
vention. But  this  win  not  be  enough 
if  tuberculous  people  go  about  spread- 
ing infection.  That  is  the  other  side. 
You  must  cure  these  tuberculous 
people  If  you  can.  Better  still,  while 
the  medical  officer  1h  condemning  the 
milk  you  must  be  making  the  chil- 
dren strong  to  resist  any  bad  milk 
which  comes  to  them.  And  you  must 
treat  and  cure  any  children  who  are 
ill — Hlnce  IllncHS  prepares  the  soil  for 
all  kinds  of  further  illness. 

Clearly,  then,  the  "doctor"  Is  of  su- 
preme Importance  after  all.  He  can- 
not be  abolished.  He  Oannot  bfe  made 
subservient  to  anybody.  He  meetH  dis- 
ease at  the  gate.  HLs  is  the  first  en- 
counter. Upon  his  advice  and  action 
it  depends  whether  the  spark  shall  be- 
come a  flame  or  be  stamped  out.  And 
his  greatest  weapon  Is,  clearly,  his 
knowledge  of  his  patient  and  of  the 
earliest  processes  of  disease.  He 
studies  humanity  In  the  living,  so  to 
speak.  While  he  must  lean  on  the 
laboratory  and  the  scientific  depart- 
ments occasionally,  he  is  bound,  in 
the  nature  of  things,  to  nsJy  much 
more  on  his  own  judgment  and  ob- 
servation. 

The  Human  NIde  uf  MeiUrinr 
Here,  then,  is 'the  revolution.  The 
ill-informed  medl'^al  thinker  calls  for 
more  laboratorie  .  more  grants  for  re- 
search in  the  narrow  sense  of  that 
word — more  specialism,  more  highly 
technical  education.  He  will  make 
the  medicine  of  the  future  a  ma^e^ 
of  chemistry  and  bacteriology — an 
exact  science.  The  more  careful 
mind  recognises  that  whii<i  ail  this  Is 
good  so  far  as  It  goes.  It  does  not  go 
far  enough.  You  are  leaving  life  out 
of  such  a  calculation.  Disease  is  not 
an  entity;  it  is  an  expression  of  life. 
Thus  the  most  recent  demand  is  for 
a  wide  policy  In  which  tTie  "doctor" 
shall  play  his  part.  That  part  is  to 
fortify  the  human  organism  to  reslAl 
disease,  to  detect  the  earliest  signs  of 
disease,  or  even  of  tendency  to  dis- 
ease (before  chen>4stry  or  bacteriology 
have  a  word  to  Hay),  and  to  act  upon 
thetse  signs  so  thst  disease  never  be- 
gins, or  begins  only  to  end  at  once. 

Happily  the  Ministry  of  Health  has 
declared  for  the  wide  view.  What- 
dvsr  criticisms  ir«  ni^  oCer  of  tbli 


IJt'partment,  It  l.s  certain  that  it  Is 
allvp  to  the  Hupremc  Importance  of 
the  human  8ld«i^  of  medicine.  It  is 
now  attempting — against  a  great  deil 
of  most  111-lnformed  criticism — to 
bring  the  doctor,  the  laboratory 
worker  and  the  health  officer  into 
close  co-operation,  and  to  break  down 
the  tendency  to  discriminate  between, 
for  example,  "fever"  hospitals  and 
"voluntary"  hospitals.  Disease  Is 
"one  and  indivisible."  A  sound 
health  policy  must  know  no  persons 
or  cla.sses  or  types.  The  doctor,  m 
touch  with  all  humiuilty.  Is*  among 
Its  most  valuable  servants;  so  Is  the 
medical  officer,  who  handles  the 
large  questions  of  prevention;  so,  loo, 
l.s  the  laboiiitoiy  worker.  But  inas- 
much as  the  doctor  finds  disease  m 
the  first  Instance,  he  is  the  pivot  of 
the  structure.  The  essence  of  the 
revolution  lies  in  the  understanding 
of  this  fact. 


DEAN  INGE  SUGGESTS  A 
REMEDY 


"I  fear  that  an  ecclesiastic  will  not 
allay  irrlt.ntlon  by  Insl.stlng  that  the 
cause  of  the  evil  predicament  is 
moral,  and  that  If  the  world  would 
give  the  Clospel  of  Christ  a  fair  trial 
all  would  yet  be  well,"  writes  Dean 
Inge  in  The  London  Telegraph.  ''He 
will  be  reminded  that  in  practical  life 
we  must  take  human  nature  as  it  Is, 
and  that  human  nature  is,  unfortun- 
ately,   unconverted. 

"Some,  by  way  of  reprisals,  may 
add  that  the  world  In  its  agony  has 
got  very  little  help  from  organized 
religion,  and  that  the  official  Churoh 
of  England,  In  particular,  is  not  of 
much  use  except  as  a  rather  creaMng 
political   weathercock. 

"I  can  only  say  in  reply  that  the 
spiritual  forces  v^hlch  might  regener- 
ate society  are  alive  among  us,  and 
that  though  they  seem  sadly  impotent 
at  present,  they  are  more  likely  to 
make  themselves  felt  when  other 
props  have  manifestly  failed,  and 
other  hopes  have  been  manifestly  dis- 
appointed, ^ch  a  time  of  disillusion 
is,  in  my  opinion,  coming  very  aoon 
upon   the  people  of  this  country. 

"The  economic  bankruptcy  with 
which  we  are  threatened  will  be  also 
a  political  and  a  moral  bankruptcy. 
It  will  be  brought  home  to  us  that 
we  have  adopted  a  wrong  standard  of 
values,  by  which  a  nation  cannot  live. 
When  this  time  comes,  we  may  be 
surprised  '  to  find  how  much  real 
Christianity  there  Is  among  us.  even 
though  at  the  moment. we  can  discern 
no  clear  signs  of  a  spiritual  awaken- 
ing. 

"We  are.  perhaps,  turning  our  eyes 
too  much  to  the  outwardly  religious; 
much  real  Christianity  at  the  present 
time  is  very  unconventional  and  not 
St  .ill  inclined  to  advertise  itself.  But 
there  must  t>e  a  fund  of  lofty  ideal- 
ism and  calm  heroism  among  our 
people:  it  would  be  absurd  to  suppoee 
that  our  beet  men  were  all  killed  In 
the  war.  Eight  hundred  thousand  of 
them  have  been  killed:  but  If  'the 
blood  of  the  mart3nrs  Is  tiyt  seed  of 
the  Church,'  we  may  b4  conddooC 
that  those  who  gave  their  lives  for 
f^ngland  will  not  be  found  to  have 
died  in  vain."

How  to  make  yourseif  indispensable 
and  how  to  get  as  large  a  salary  as  a 
man,  and  so  feel  that  you  are  not 
acting  l|ke  a  blackleg.  In  spite  of 
what  men  say,  and  think,  no  self-re- 
specting woman,  compelled  to  earn  a 
livelihood,  acts  like  a  blackleg  If  she 
knows  it. 

1  will  put  the  secret  tersely:  Al- 
ways study  the  habits  and  eccentrici- 
ties of  your  employer — except  when 
you    are    reading    a    dictionary! 

Dictionary  study  in  those  days  was 
all-important.  Every  day  I  had  tech- 
nical terms  hurled  at  me  as  if  they 
were  the  simplest  words  in  the  sim- 
plest child's  primer — the  Jargon  of 
the  medical  world,  legal  terms,  and 
remarkable  phrases  denoting,  aay. 
pumps.  I  soon  became  an  asset  to 
thte  Arm  that  employed  me.  Kor 
clients  asked  for  my  services  speciff- 
cally  again  and  again. 

But  the  dictionary  habit,  need  not 
be  eternal.  Close  study  of.  one's  em- 
ployer should,  however,  i>e  everlast- 
ing. It  is  that  kind  of  study  which 
makes  it  possible  for  a  woman  to  say 
when  she  draws  her  weekly  wage:  "I 
am  paid  as  much  as  the  best  man 
would  get  and  more  than  most 
women." 

Every  man  dictating  to  his  short- 
hand typist  has  a  special  little  kink. 
There  Is  the  man  who  U  furious  if 
you  alter  a  single  word  In  the  matter 
he  has  dictated.  He  has  a  marvel" 
ous  memory.  The  alteration  may  be 
Justifiubie  or  necessar}'.  But  that 
does  not  matter.  I  learnt  the  wisdom 
of  leaving  such  errors  uncorrected. 

Another  kind  of  man  is  quietly  re- 
sentful. His  vanity  is  touched  by 
amended  errors.  He  thinks  you 
think  him  Ignorant.  It  is  almost  In- 
credible, but  the  type  does  exist.  I 
have  'met  him  and  managed  him  suc- 
cessfully. 


The  very  common  and  excusable 
type,  of  course,  is  the  employer  who 
expects  his  shorthand  typist  to  cur- 
rect  any  little  error  he  may  make,  to 
"clean  up"  the  "bloomers,"  to  im- 
prove the  construction  of  his  .sen- 
tences.

INDUSTRIAL  ALCOHOL 
TO  BE  MANUFACTURED 

OTTAWA,  Sept.  80. — A  change  In 
the  regulations  governing  the  de- 
naturing of  alcohol  for  Industrial 
purposes  has  been  made  with  a. 
view  to  making  industrial  alcohol 
available  to  the  art«.  and  industries 
at  a  more  reasonable  price  than  at 
present. 

While  nine  distilleries  have  been 
licenced  for  the  manufacture  of  In- 
dustrial alcohol,  it  is  stated  that  only 
two  have, yet  begun  the  work. 

The  operation  of  prohibition  In 
Canada  had  reduced  the  output  of 
the  distilleries  to  a  great  extent. 
Some  of  them  had  closed  down  en- 
tirely. As  a  result  there  is  a  great 
shortage  of  alcohol  for  Industrial. - 
purposes,  but  it  is  expected  thai 
within  a  short  time  several  distilleries 
will  be  manufacturing  industrial  al- 
cohol, which  has  been  spoken  of  as 
the  successor  to  gasoline  as  a  motor 
fuel.

Labor  Department  Reports 
That  Indications  Point  to 
Some  Declines  In  Prices — 

.    Figures  Showing  Increases 


OTTAWA.  Sept.  80. — Further  de- 
cMn—  in  the  coet  of  living  through- 
out Canada  are  to  be  expected.  A 
statement  from  the  Labor  Depart- 
ment aaye  thut  the  declinea  In  prices 
already  noted  appear  to  be  the  be- 
ginning of  a  downward  movement  to- 
ward pre-war  levels.  Between  March 
and  July  the  r%lall  prices  of  clothing 
In  the  United  8tatM  were  found  to 
have  fallen  four  per  cent,  the  de- 
crease being  pronounced  In  woolen 
clothing,  while  woolen  yarn  goods, 
shoes,  bI6usea  and  muslin  under- 
wear dropped  slightly,  but,»  cotton 
yarn  goods,  hosiery,  knit  underwear, 
shirts  and  overalls',  gloves  and  hats 
advanced.  The  great  cuts  announced 
after  the  overall  and  old  clothes 
campaign  appear  to  have  been  chiefly 
In  seasonable  goods  and  due  to  the 
late  Spring  as  well  os  econon^c  con- 
ditions. The  increases  in  cjst  of  liv- 
ing In  the  United  States  reported 
from  time  to  time  by  tho  Labor  De- 
partment agree  closely  with  those  In 
Canada.  For  July,  1»20.  In  both 
countries,  the  increase  since  the  be- 
ginning of  the  war  U  105  per  cent, 
but  food,  rent  <>■)(]  clothing  appear 
to  have  risen  somewhat  more  in  the 
United  States,  while  fuel  advanced 
more  in  Canada.  Dlfferpnces  In 
methods  of  calculation,  however,  ac- 
count partly  for  these  diffcrcnrcs  as 
well  as  differences  in  climate  and 
commercial   conditions. 

In  December,  1913.  the  average 
weekly    cost    of    a    family    budgst    In 


Canada,  according  to  Labor  Depart- 
ment statistics,  was:  Food,  f7.75; 
fuel,  $1.88;  rent,*  14.08;  clothing,  $3; 
sundries,  $3.18;  total,  119.90.  That 
total  Increased  steadily'  until  July, 
1920,  when  It  reached  140.76.

Remove  Bars  to  Progress 

The  men  who  gave  assurance  of 
their  support  to  the  campaign  yes- 
terday bslieve  that  It  marks  the 
most  Important  and  far-reaching  ad- 
vance Victoria  has  ever  made  to- 
wards bringing  together  as  a  unit 
the  many  elements  In  its  make-up, 
and  brlditing  the  differences  that 
have  existed  in  the  past  and  in  spots 
even  today— differences  that  have 
constituted  a  stumbling-block  to  civic 
progress. 

The  movement  will  go  forward 
with  the  Hssumptlon  thUt  there  must 
ba  leadership  In  civic  '  effort,  and 
that  this  leadership  cannot  be  bet- 
ter placed  than  In  a  live  and  pro- 
gresslvs  Bonrd  of  Trade,  thoroughly 
/rspresentatlve  of  the  community.  To 
attain  this  status  It'  Is  recognized 
that  the  first  task  is  to  increase  the 
Beard  of  Trade's  memberKhlp.  and, 
bSiiicaMy.  this  is  to  be  the  particu- 
lar mission  of  the  Canadian  City 
Bureau,  a  private  concern  composed 
of  trained  civic  experts  and  orgnn- 
laars  whose  efforts,  acrbrding  to  Col. 
HlmmonN,  have  brought  new  life  and 
energy  to  hundreds  of  communities 
throuffhout  th«  United  States  and 
Canada. 

Four  Weeks'   Drive 

'  Ths  committee  of  chairmen  ap- 
pointed after  yeaterday's  meetingjia-t 
been  given  full  power  to  complete 
negotiations  with  Colonel  Simmon-t. 
and    It    is    probal^e    that    an      active 
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campaign  will  get  under  way  wlthl« 
.»  few  days.  It  will  be  a  four  weeks' 
drive,  the  first  three  weeks  being 
devoted  to  a  purely  educational  pro- 
gramme, with  the  fourth  given  over 
to  a  concentrated  quest  for  new 
members.  Colonel  Simmons  bellevas 
that  it  will  be  possible  to  enroll 
600  members  for  the  Victoria  Board 
of  Trade,  paying  $26  annual  fe«,  or 
a  total  of  $15,000  a  year,  the  Board 
Qf  Trade's  present  income  la  about 
$6,000.  , 

In  roakinf  Its  decision  to  adopt 
the  plan  and  give  free  rein  to  tha 
trained  ..organizers  of  the  Canadian 
City  Biiiipau,  who  will  work  in  co- 
operation with  a  live-wire  committee 
of  Victoria  men  and  women,  the 
Board  o^  Trada  was  aware  that  in- 
crsaaed  membership  in  itself  would 
mean  nothing.  But  members  were 
impressed  with  the  way  Col.  Sim- 
mons stressed  the  idea  that  increased 
membership  along  properly  re^'esen- 
tatlve  lines  could  not  fall  to  arouse 
a  greater  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  and  generate  a  new 
enthuslaHm  that  would  lead  to  that 
most  valuable  of  a  community's  as- 
sets— loyalty. 

"Tou  people  love  Victoria;  there 
can  be  no  doubt  about  that,"  de- 
clared Colonel  Simmons.  "You  must 
be  satisfied  with  .Victoria  or  you 
wouldn't  live  here.  The  trouble  is 
that  you  find  it  hard  to  pull  togeth- 
er. A  revitalised  Board  of  Trade  is 
the  solution  of  your  problem." 

Awaken  Public  Interest 

In  addition  to  the  membership 
drive  which  the  City  Bureau  un- 
dertakes on  a  guarantee  basis  with 
reasonable  protection  to  the  Board  of 
Trad^,  the  institution  also  offers  for 
the  three-year  term  over  which  its 
agreement  extends  a  comprehenslva 
service  forn^ilated  by  civic  experta 
with  a  view  to  ouilinlng  branches  of 
work  calculated  to  make  the  Board 
of  Trade  of  maximum  usefulness  to 
the  city.  One  of  the  features  is  the 
creation  of  a  forum  for  the  general 
expression  of  views  on  community 
issues — a  free  and  open  channel  for 
discussion  of  questions  of  living  in- 
terest, likely  to  attract  the  attention 
of  citizens  as  a  whole. 


— "An  institution  ts  Just  aa  SOOd  as 
the  sentiment  of  the  community  la 
towards  it,"  said  Colonel  Simmons, 
who  made  it  clear  that  an  organi- 
zation's value  could  not  be  judged 
by  its  numerical  strength  alone. 
"Creation  of  the  right  spirit,  and 
elimination  of  petty  Jealousies,  and 
encouragement  of  a  vision  to  tho 
future — these  are  three  of  the  vital 
functions  of  your  Board  of  Trade  if 
It  is  to  be  efficient.  You  criticise 
your  men  In  public  office  and  yet 
never  make  a  constructive  sugges- 
tion. You  seem  to  think  that  your 
officials  want  to  bo  left  alone  in  their 
handling  of  public  questions.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  they  are  seeking  all 
the  time  the  feeling  of  the  citizens 
as  a  whole;  they  want  all  the  time 
to  keep  in  step  with  the  right  senti- 
ment of  the  people  who  have  placed 
confldence   In  them. 

Problems    "Far    Evcryono 

"The  problems  of  a  city  are  not 
the  problems  of  only  a  few  men  In 
public  office;  they  are  the  problems 
of  the  whole  community.  Your 
Board  of  Trade  should  provide  the 
means  of  making  them  that  in  fact 
and  not  merely  In  theory.  Let  your' 
Board  of  Trade  be  the  voice  of  the 
community's  progressive  thought. 
Let  it  show  the  way.  It  has  got  to 
gat  close  to  the  people  to  do  that. 
I  have  been  told  that*  Victoria  is  old 
and  conservative.  It  may  be  both 
of  these,  but  I  will  take  issue  with 
the  man  who  tells  me  that  the  peo- 
ple of  Victoria  are  not  prepared  to 
work,  and  work  hard,  for  the  future. 
Out  of  your  membership  campaign, 
with  its  accompanying  educational 
effect,  will  grow  a  civic  spirit  that 
Is  of  greater  value  than  any  other 
element    you    can    possess." 

For  a  few  mlnutea  Colonel  Sim- 
mons told  of  the  results  achieved  by 
city  bureau  campaigns  in  other 
cities,  and  cited  Instances  of  the  re- 
awakening of  civic  pride,  and  the 
determination  to  accomplish,  which 
had  followed  in  their  wake.  They 
had  produced  a  type  of  citizen  who 
was  not  unwilling  to  work  with  his 
neighbor  and  business  rival  in  re- 
sponding to  the  call  of  community 
unselflshnesa 

Xeed    lUclit    Spirit    First 

"In  our  campaigns  we  don't  boast 
of  big  things  to  follow."  said  the 
colonel.  "We  don't  picture  giant  in- 
dustries ready  to  step  in  when  we 
have  flnlahed  our  job.  We  aren't 
trying  to  stir  up  a  boom.  But  with 
a  proper  civic  spirit  there  is  nothing 
that  is  impossible — and  we  are  out 
to  get  you  that  spirit,  the  fouMdatlou 
of    progress    and    prosperity." 

The  city  bureau  is  paid  nothing 
until  the  campaign  U  over,'  and  then 
it  is  paid  according  to  results — so 
much  per  each  member  enrolled. 
Twenly-tlve  per  cent  of  the  total  Is 
paid  over  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
four  weeks'  drive,  another  similar 
amount  seven  months  later,  the 
third  quarter  after  thirteen  months, 
and  the  remainder  at  the  conclusion 
of  the  three-year  guarantee  perlo<|. 
protecting  the  Board  of  Trad 
against  all  risk.  Members  are 
signed    up    for   three   ycurs. 

A  motion  to  accept  the  plan  was 
moved  after  Colonel  Simmons  h.id 
retired  from  tho  meeting^  by  Mr.  C. 
T.  Cross,  and  necontiod  by  Mr.  C.  H. 
French,  the  resolution  being  drafted 
by    Mr.    Joshua    Klngham. 

Commrnds  Plural   Mcntl>cr9lilp 

Mr.  J.  E.  jMcMullin  said  that 
plural  meniber^lp  was  part  of  the 
organization  plan,  quotas  being  «et 
for  the  larger  corporations.  Mr, 
Cross  cumijien^ed  this  principle  on 
the  ground  that  it  would  introduce 
young  blood,  and  nilow  of  represen- 
tation without  overburdening  the 
chief  executive. 

Mr.  Kingham  and  President  John 
L.  Beckwith  snid  that  the  move- 
mcnt  was  worth  while.  If  Ita  only 
effect  waa  to  kill  the  destructive 
criticism  of  public-spirited  efforts — 
a  practise  that  had  b^ome  a  habit 
in  Victoria. 

That  the  effort  will  ultimately  re- 
sult In  transferring  the  Board  of 
Trade  from  their  present  location  to 
more  commodlouft  and  central 
pren^lses  was.  foreshadowed  In  the 
discussion. 
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LOGGERS'  PitiLEMS  AT 


Work    of    Provincial    Forest 
Branch  to  Be  One  of  Chief 
.  Items  of  Interest  Before  the 
Two  Hundretl  Delegates 


Among  the  chief  topics  to  be  dis- 
cussed at  ^he  annual  Congress  of  the 
Paciflc  Logging  Association  to  open 
next  Wednesday  in  the  Vancouver 
Hotel,  Vancouver,  and  continue  for 
the  remainder  of  the  week,  will  be  the 
greater  conservation  In  logging  oper- 
ations by  the  use  of  more  up-to-date 
machinery,  the  utilization  of  the  wire- 
less telephone  in  forest  protection 
against  Are,  and'  the  problem — one 
which  has  received  great  attention 
by  logging  organizations — of  the  best 
method  of  getting  out  the  small  pulp 
timber  along  with  the  big  stuff.  This 
latter  problem  is  one  of  great  Interest 
to  British  Columbia  loggers  and  will 
receive  much  attention  at  the  hands 
of  the  delegates  to  the  congress. 

Chief  Forester  M.  A.  Grainger,  of 
the  Provincial  Forest  Branch,  will  at- 
tend the  gathering.  If  Hon.  T.  D. 
Pattullo,  Minister  of  Lands,  under 
whose  department  falls  the  Forest 
Branch,  is  able  to  get  back  from  his 
present  trip  to  the  Interior,  he  will 
also  attend  the  meeting. 

It  Is  expected  that  over  200  dele- 
gates from  British  Colulhbla,  Wash- 
ington, Oregon,  California,  Idaho  and 
Montana,  the  sections  covered  by  the 
Pacltic  Logging  Association,  will  at- 
tend. 

Mr.  Grainfer  will  present  a  paper 
on  the  general  forestry  conditions  in 
British  Columbia,  and  another  paper 
will  deal  with  the  work  of  the  Forest 
Branch  of  this  -Province  in  the  in- 
stallation of  a  wireless  telephone  sys- 
tem of  reporting.  This  system  la  now 
^n  opetatlen,  ^he^  branch  haTlng  five 
launchfs  and  three  land  stations 
equipped,  and  throughout  the  past 
Summer  valuable  results  were  se- 
cured. lUie  land  atatlons  are  at  Van- 
couver, Van  Anda  on  Texada  Island, 
and  at  Thurston  Bay.  The  work  of 
the  British  Columbia  branch  In  this 
respect  has  been  closely  watched  by 
lumbermen  in  tho  States. 

Advantage  of  the  presence  of  the 
delegates  at  the"  congress  is  being 
taken  to  the  end  that  there  may  also 
be  held  at  the  same  time  a  Forest 
Fire  Prevention  Congress  to  the  end 
that  greater  co-operation  may  be 
secured  between  the  various  Prov- 
inces and  States  In  the  all-important 
matter  of  protection.

Standards  of  value  In  city  property 
entered  into  the  argument  of  coun- 
sel, in  support  of  an  application  to 
Mr.  Justice  Gregory,  in  Supreme 
Court  Chambers  yesterday,  and  it  ap- 
peared that  as  far  as  the  courts  were 
cognizant  of  the  present  condition 
of  the  realty  market,  such  values 
had  suffered  a  severe  depredation 
since  those  ancient  and  happier  days 
which  depart<»1  with  the  calends  of 
July,    1914. 

Additional  interest  was  Imparted 
to  the  application  by  reason  of  the 
unique  distinction  of  the  property  In- 
volved, which  is  a  house  on  the 
northern  corner  of^  Quadra  ^nd 
North  Park  Streets,  and  is  known  as 
'•The  House  of  the  Mottoed  Gables." 
Shakespearean  memorabilia  inscribed 
on  the  facias  and  eavea  of  the  old 
house  Include  the  Immortal  reference 
of  the  melancholy  Jaques,  to  "Ser- 
mons In  stones,  books  Ui  the  running 
brooks,    and    good    in    everything." 

The  literary  flavor  of  the  ^ourt  ap- 
plication was  in'the  nature  of  an  im- 
plication, however,  the  real  business 
before  the  learned  judge  being  the 
conaideration  of  leave  to  foreclose 
on  the  property,  as  requested  by  Mr. 
M.  Gordon,  acting  on  behalf  of  the 
executors  of  the  estate  of  the  late 
Henry  Wayne.  Mr.  X.  W.  Whlttakcr. 
acting,  for  the  mortgagor,  objected 
that  the  property  was  worth  fa? 
more  than  the  sum  of  $6,500,  being 
the  amount  of  original  mortffage  abd 
accumulated  intereat  duo  on  it. 
Tlie  Ju<lgo  Intervenes     . 

Mr.  Whittaker  protested  that  his 
client  could  allege  that  the  property 
was  worth  $25,000  before  the  war, 
and  that  It  would  be  now  possible  to 
realise  $8,500  for  It.  Mr.  Justice 
Gregory  added  A  personal  note  to 
the  dlscusnlun.  There  was  very 
little  In  that  sort  of  an  argument,  he 
thought.  He  evoked  a  sympathetic 
amlle  In  the  courtroom  when  he  re- 
marked as  to  his  own  property  that 
it  was  worth  $35,000  before  the  war, 
whereas  now  he  doubted  the  pos- 
sibility Of  his  getting  $5,000   for  it. 

Victoria  real  estate  values  ex- 
perienced a  still  more  sef^re  slump 
in  the  pessimistic  atmosphere  of  the 
courtroom,  when  Mr.  K.  H.  Foot 
announced  that  he  was  acting  for 
Ave  beneficiaries  of  the  estate,  and 
that  his  clients  would  be  very  willing 
that  the  property  should  be  sold  for 
$4,000,  If  that  amount  could  be  ob- 
tained. Mr.  Foot  added  the  infor- 
mation that  the  estate  had  been 
carrying  tho  burden  of  this  mort- 
gaged "House  of  the  Mottoed  Gables" 
for  the  pest  six  years. 

Mr.  Justice  Qregery  reserved  his 
decision  on  the  original  application 
of  'S\x.  Gordon,  and  directed  that  Mr. 
WhiWaker  shouM  obtain  an  expert

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POWER  BEHIND  THE

What  was  the  dynamic  fortte  that 
stiritpd  Russia  Into  rcvolufioti?'  Was 
it  the  spontaneous  outburst  of  a 
people  who.  after  years  .of  gri^dliiK 
oppression  and  systematic  strangling 
of  individual  expression,  t^sblVed,  In 
a  flash,  to  throw  of^  the  '(leptessing 
yoltS!? 

■fbe  real  history  of  events  in  Russia, 
whieh  startled  the  world  at  one  nf 
the  critical  hourw  of  ttie  Great  War. 
are  locked  In  the  nrchlves  of  Moscow 
and  otiMr  European  capitals,  tf  pru- 
dence iwa  not  already  destroyed  them. 
Yet  there  have  not  b4fn  lacking  in- 
formed students  of  political  events 
who  have  declared  that  It  was  Ger- 
many which  engineered  the  upheaval 
in  the  East  and  thus  altered  the 
whole  cour*e  of  world  history.  Their 
deductions  have  now  been  confirmed 
by  the  tireless  investigations  made 
on  the  spot  by  a  correspondent  of 
T^  Times  of  London,  who  has  pieced 
Mother  after  more  than  aj'ear  of 
inquiry  every  obtainable  fact,  run 
down  every  possible  rumor,  and  ex- 
amined hundreds  of  docunirntH  and 
scores  of  witnesses  in  his  search  for 
the  truth.  In  the  material  obtained 
he  has  found  his  reward. 

At  the  close  of  a  scries  of  eighteen 
articles  which  have  appeared  in  The 
Times  under  the  heading  "The  Mur- 
der of  the  Tsar,"  which  sum  up  the 
result  of  his  findings  with  an  aston- 
ishing and  praiseworthy  minuteness 
of  detail,  this  writer  says: 

"Pre-eminent  among  the  doers  of 
evil,  murderers  and  despoilers  has 
been  the -Kaiser.  When  In  1915  he 
wrote  to  the  Tsar  asking  him  to  recall 
the  days  when  they  were  friends  and 
Nicholas,  mindful  of  the  bitter  lessons 
that  friendship  had  entailed,  replied 
that  these  days  must  be  forever  for- 
gotten, William  of  HohentoUern 
started    the    machinery    that    was    to 


sweep  out  of  existence  the  Tsardom 
and  Itpssia  and  the  hapless  Roman- 
offs." 

The  writer  lays'^  out  his  evidence  to 
show  that  In  the  Autumn  of  I9i.'> 
there  assembled  at  Vienna  the  rep- 
feitfehtatives  of  the  German  and  Aus- 
trian general  staffs,  to  discuss  a  plan 
for  the  promotion  of  a  general  revo- 
lutionary movement  In  Uussla.  It  w^s 
then  that  all  the  outlines  of  the 
"Russian"  revolution  were  laid  down; 
It  was  at  that  meeting  that  the  lead- 
ing actors  In  the  Red  "tragedy  wore 
chosen — the  Lonlnes  and  the  Sverd- 
loys  and  the  host  of  wreckers  who 
spent  the  Interval  between  their  en- 
gagement and  their  appearance  on  the 
Russian  stage  in  the  calm  Swiss  re- 
sorts studying  and  rehearsing  their 
parts.  •  . 

"The  money  that  financed  the  Rus- 
sian revolution,"  he  concludes  "was 
CJerman  money,  and — I  say  It  on  the 
strongest  evidence  which  can  bp  cor- 
roboratnd  In  the  German  secret  ar- 
ciilves — Yankel  Sverdlov  received  a 
salary  from  the  Germans  until  No- 
vember 7,  1917,  when,  becoming  Red 
Tsar  of  All  the  Russlas,  he  had  at 
his    disposal    Aot    unimaginable." 

Though  the  crime  Is  brought  home 
to  the  Kalsrr  and  his  KutelliteH,  It  is 
too  late  nbw  to  mete  out  the  punish- 
ment that  is  due.  Indeed  no  punish- 
ment within  the  arc  of  human  con- 
ception could  fit  the  crime.  But  n 
full  realleation  of  the  knowledge  that 
Russia  was  duped  by  German  agents 
in  her  revolution,  and  «that  the  auto- 
crats who  seized  power  were  for  long 
In  the  pay  of  Uerlin  will  help  us  tn 
understand  more  clearly  the  present 
attitude  of  Uussla,  and  should  warn 
us  to  continue  to  watch  Germany  with 
a  sleepless  vigilance. 

Germany's  ambitions  In  the  East 
were  something  more  than  dreams 
and  visions,  an<)  a  turn  of  the  wheel 
of  fate  would  bring  them  uppermost 
once   more. 
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When  we  landed.  I  was  not  quite  a 
stranger  to  Canada,  although  my  foot 
had  >never  been  on  its  soil.  I  had 
often  sold  Canadian  cheddar,  and 
bought  Canadian  apples,  tp  say  noth- 
ing of  the  long,  thin,  neck  of  the 
Canadian  lino  I  had  fondled  throngh 
the  clicking  watches  of  Hansard 
nights  in  the  Transvaal  capital.  I 
ha^  got  near  to  Acadia  in  Zangwill's 
"The  Master,", where  all  men  may 
read  how  people  smrched  for  Capt. 
Kidd's  treasure — "and  the  deeper 
they  dug,  the  bigger  holes  they 
found."  I  had  learnt  to  admire  not 
only  Pierre  and  his  People,  but  Jules 
of  the  Great  Heart  in  Lawrence  Mott. 
Something,  too,  of  the  stupendous 
north  country  had  quickened  my 
sluggish  imagination,  for  Stefansson 
can  write  as  well  as  march,  and 
others   have   written  of  him. 

Sydney  was  an  epitome  of  it  all. 
There  we  were  hailed  with  the  eager, 
personal  welcome  by  the  Canadian 
fellow-Journalist.  We  felt  the  strong, 
eloquent  grip  of  the  Canadian  hand. 
We  saw  the  living  fires  at  those  live 
iron  works.  We  envied  the  intellect 
behind  labor-saving  devices,  as  well 
as  the  rewards  paid  to  plain  working- 
men.  We  drank  the  iced  water,  but 
we  also  ate  the  candles  and  the  side- 
dishes — a  material  earnest  of  your 
many-sided  kindness  to  the  strangers 
from  across  the  seas. 

I'-rom  Jamaica  we  had  come,  from 
the  Australasias,  fropn  The  Cape  of 
Stoi ms  and  the  Strip  of  .MumriiieH, 
from  Malta,  Hongkong  and  from 
iho  liritish  Isles,  of  course.  Some- 
times   (when    the    "bonds    of    blood" 

ointment,  (or  shall  I  say  like  ihe  fly 
In  the  amber?),  wondering  how  Ihe 
devil  I  got  there!  it  l.i  but  a  few 
year.s  since  the  Boer  people,  whom 
my  paper  serves,  acquiesced  In  the 
Union  Jack.  However,  the  other 
delegates  treated  the  ugly,  little  duck- 
ling as  If  ho  had  been  from  the  same 
pond  all  the  while;  and  Canadian 
friendship  shines  on  the  Just  and  un- 
just alike,  for  which  thanks  be 
rendered,  from  Nova  Scotia  as  far  as 
Vancouver  Island. 

At  Sydney  we  noticed  that  Can- 
adians no  longer  dig  merely  for  the 
pleasure  of  making  big  holes.  That 
night,  after  having  found  a  good  home 
in  "Orandmere"  (how  comforting  the 
nomenclature  of  your  railway  car- 
riages!) and  sampled  the  finished  pro- 
duct of  your  railway  diners,  I  saw  the 
Bras   d'Or. 

Heaven  help  me.  I  thought  I  had 
never  In  my  life  seen  anything  before! 
Just  what  it  was  I  cannot  say.  Waters 
smiled  tenderly;  little,  rocky  promon- 
tories held  out  loving  arms;  masses 
of  sombre  green  on  the  unfamiliar 
trees  blended  with  the  gentle  melan- 
chol*'  of  the  falling  shades;  unseen 
voices  spoke;  all  the  glories  of  the 
palette  were  concentrated  In  that 
single,  brilliant  color  of  a  sunset  such 
as  comes  but  seldom  in  a  lifetime. 

A  new  Continent  stirred  me.  It 
clamored  In  tones  sO  pterchig  that,  for 
all  their  softness,  they  brooked  no  de- 
nial. My  heart  gave  way  before  the 
onrush  of  that  delicious  pain.  Ever 
since  It  has  been  yours.  It  Is  good  for 
mon  to  be  alone,  sometimes;  glad  I 
felt  that,  on  my  initiation  Into  the 
solemn  mysteries  of  Canada's  groat 
charm,  I  was  left  undisturbed  until 
the  night  blotted  out  the  unforgettable 

scene.

Who  would  attempt  to  describe,  or 
even  briefly  to  indicate,  all  that  we 
have  since  enjoyed:  The  strength  of 
your  towns;  the  solid  necformance 
and  bright  promise  of  your  farms;  the 
delicate  witchery  of  scenes  such  as 
we  witnessed  when  those  languid 
canoes  deployed  on  the  Wacgwoltic. 

We  sensed  the  greedy  passion  of 
your  Reversing  Falls  at  St.  John.  We 
helped  you.  by  the  ever  graceful  han* 
of  Lady  Burnham,  to  reverence  an 
Idea  in  the  land  of  Evangeline,  while 
our  thoughts  went  back  to  the  poor 
fellows  whom  one  could  only  figure  as 
"pleurant  le  pays  perdu."  We  stood 
amid  laughlpg  orchards  and  the  pomp 
of  kindly-dlsposcd  Lieutenant-Gover- 
nors In  stately  parftament  buildings; 
sniffing  the  quaint  fragrance  of  old 
Quebec;  fighting  all  over  again,  with 
an  eloquent  colonel,  those  battles  of 
the  brave,  old  days.  We  worshipped 
In  the  power-houses  of  paper  mills, 
lofty  enough  to  be  cathedrals.  We 
looked  the  pigmies  we  are  beside  the 
powerful  pfles  of  wood  that  had  swum 
their  hundreds  of  miles  through  en- 
chanting river  scenery.  We  lunched 
off  gorgeous  salmon,  performed  social 
rites  at  many  an  afternoon  tea,  laid 
down  the  law,  and  listened  at  dozens 
of  dainty  dinners,  to  statistics  of  what 
you  have  to  offer. 

AVe  even  conferred  a  little  at  Ot- 
tawa. For,  although  in  the  title  of 
this  unrivalled  picnic,  all  the  em- 
phasis Is  on  the  first  word,  and  there 
is  quite  a   fair   amount   of   press,   the 


conference  idea  waa  not  entirely 
•swamped.  No.  no,  no.  as  our  Only 
Lady  Delegate  would  say!  In  those 
fine  parliament  buildings,  that  look 
almost  too  neat  for  the  use  of  poli- 
ticians, we  spent  three  days,  and  i>art 
of  an  evening  besides,  settling  the 
fate  of  empires  and  of  composing- 
rooms.  We  very  nearly  asked  for 
a  penny  a  word  premium  on  any  press 
cables  we  condescended  to  hand  in. 
We  heard  "Greater  Britain"  on  Part- 
nership. We  abolished  the  other 
"ship"  to  which  the  censor  forms  the 
prefix.  The  mightjr  voice  of  your 
countryman.  Sir  Campbell  Stuart, 
rang  out.  Newfoundland  was  almost 
too  shy  to  speak,  but  Ansae  had  a  fair 
innings.  I  wonder  what  passed 
through  the  mind  of  the  stylish 
gentleman  from  Parsee-land.  He 
said  nothing,  but  no  doubt  he  thought 
quite  a  lot. 

Your  Ministers  came  down  to  do  us 
honor;  your  Opposition  leader  was^ex- 
ceeding  fluent.  He  gave  us  advice, 
and    severely    has   he    been    punished. 

The  manner  of  our  closing  scenes 
was  something  in  the  nature  of  anti- 
climax, but  let  that  pass.  Through  it 
alt.  Lord  Burnham  took  tUc  self- 
denying  part  of  the  presiding  genius 
of  a  British  gathering,  ever  patient 
and  with  an  eye  ready  to  be  caught 
by  the  humblest  member — diligent  in 
noting  down  amendments  and  helplnS'^ 

us  to  the  last.

We  revelled  In  Montreal,  the  ele- 
gant. Wld  anyone  say  It  was  ex- 
pensive? Many  of  us,  poor  folks  who 
come  from  backward  counkries,  would 
have  been  utterly  ruined  on  such  a 
tour  at  an  early  stage,  if  it  had  not 
been  for  the  extent  to  which  we  have 
been  taken  care  of.  Be  It  known,  de- 
spite a  transparent  conspiracy  on  the 
part  of  our  brother  scribblers,  that  we 
visitors  are  not  all  either  owners  or 
editors. — 8«v«r*l  of  us  hava   to  work 
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saw  the  Mountlea  pick,  up  a  handker- 
chief in  passing. 

At  Calgary,  Mr.  Bennett  was' extra- 
ordioajrily  .eloquent  nn^  refres'hlngly 
candid.  The  children  who  aang  'and 
danced  for  us  turnvd  out  darlings.  It 
is  well  that  man  Is  kept  In  check  by 
the  fear  of  the  police,  when  kidnap- 
ping   begins*  to   enter  'his  thoughts. 

The  Rockies  were '  a  revelation. 
Those  stark,  white  masses,  bordered 
dark  below  and  blue  above,  over- 
whelmed m*.  A  thousand  pities  that 
mountain  fires  obscured  some  views 
and  thickened  the  air  we  breathed. 
Lake  Louise  is  the  place  a  mountain- 
eer dreams  of  bOt  seldom  sees,  and 
the  drive  to  Lake  Morclne  on  a  heavy 
motor  bus,  an  excruciating  pleasure 
over  such  a  narrow  road,  ^Ith  awe- 
some bends.  But  the  Valley  of  Ten 
Peaks  gives  adequate   reward. 

Vancouver  makes  us  middle-aged 
men  ashamed  of  the  many  things  we 
neglected  tO  do  In  thirty-five  (ahem) 
years  of  existence.  The  Capilano 
Limits  are  a  delight  for  giants;  the 
run  to  Victoria  is  a  sheer  Joy.  As  for 
that  city  itself,  and  the  home  of  the 
Butchart  family,  all  of  us  were  of  one 
mind:  excellent.  In  Victoria  you  will 
even  find  big  bookshops  and  inter- 
esting antiques. 

Almost  a  score  of  local  inhabitants 
drank  our  toast  at  that  dinner,  and 
the     mood     might     have     been     most 

cheerful.

We  all  enjoyed  the  first  lap  of  the 
way  back.  As  we  reached  the  end  of 
the  Eraser  Canyon,  it  waa  hard  to 
,believe  that  We  were  not  in  the  South 
African  desert.  The  Selkirks  we 
missed  both  ways,  but  in  the  morning 
Mount  Robson  dazzled  with  its  great 
whiteness  ,and  Lucerne  looked  indeed 
a  part  of  Switxerland.  This  part  of 
the  country  appears  to  offer  great 
variety  to  the  ordinary,  non-expert 
climber.  The  mountains  are  more 
hospitable  than  the  long  limestone 
seml-slopea  near  Banff,  and  so  com- 
pensate In  large  measure  for  the  ab- 
sence of  striking  forms  such  as  those 
of  Mt.  Temple  and  Cathedral  Moun- 
tain. 

At  Jasper  the  two  gorges  (the 
Mallgne  and  the   Barbecue)    were  im- 


for  a  living.  We  are  pleased  that 
Ctonuda  la  a  land  of  a  well-to-do 
democracy,  that  everybody  here  is 
well  dressed  and  well  fed.  But  your 
tariffs  must  often  be  a  terror  to  un- 
suspecting visitors,  and  If  you  "would 
be  a  tourist  country  to  others  than 
your  American  cousins,  you  will  havp 
to  treat  us  gently  on  the  exchange 
at   least. 

We  were  almost  mute  at  Niagara. 
We  hear  a  great  deal  of  English 
spoken,  but  the  great  American  lan- 
guage was  always  with  us,  and  one 
has  recollections  of  listening  to  Robert 
Donald's   discourse    In    French. 

Mr.  Southby  showed  us  what  can  be 
done  at  a  Summer  residence,  and  a 
forty-mile  concrete  road  to  Toronto 
filled  us  with  amazement.  The  Queen 
City    Itself  well,    who    would 

mention  her  charms  in  sO  small  a 
compass?  At  the  charming  yacht 
club  pavilion  (where  Sir  Roderick  of 
Reuter  reminded  you  of  your  duty  to 
Central  Europe)  there  was  not  the 
soot   of   the   Queen's  sable   locks.

The  Intensity  of  your  social  life  was 
nowhere  tasted  so  fully  as  on  that 
good  ship  which  carried  us  across 
majestic  lakes.  In  all  your  huge 
hotels,  and  even  In  the  smallest  state- 
rooms of  your  lake  leviathans,  a  Band 
of  Gideon  leaves  Bibles.  These  are 
useful  for  a  soothing  return  to  Haba- 
kuk  after  a  midnight  on  the  waves. 
So  that  one  gets  to  Port  Arthur  and 
more  heat,  after  appreciating  the 
huge  locks  and  collapsible  bridges 
with  which  you  plot  to  bring  the  At- 
lantic to   your   inland   waters. 

The  mountains  bordering  your  lakes 
are  splendid,  and  so  are  motor  drives 
through  dozens  of  miles  of  prairie 
wheatflelds.

OXFORD  ON  SLANG 

By  Beverley  Nichols  In  The  London 
Daily  Mall 


It  was  interesting  to  read  in  an  ar- 
ticle by  '^An  Undergraduate"  of  the 
peculiar  language  which  appears  to 
be  in  use  among  Cambridge  under- 
graduates. At  Oxford  we  are  accus- 
tomed to  speak  English.  Slang  is 
reserved  for  the  use  of  freshmen  and 
one's  relations. 

The  psychologist  may  be  able  to 
trace  the  difference  to  some  subtlety 
of  Invlronment  or  of  inherited  tradi- 
tion. I  do  not  think,  however,  »hat 
a  psychological  deflnltion  is  neces- 
sary. The  reason  is  eminently  that 
Oxford  and  Cambridge  stand,  on  the 
whole,-  for  two  entirely  different 
things — the  classical  education  and 
the  scientific  education. 

This  does  not  mean  that  we  do  not 
possess  brilliant  scientists,  or  that 
Cambridge  has  no  classical  dons  or 
masters  of  English.  I  have  met  sev- 
eral Cambridge  men  who  speak  Eng- 
lish  charmingly.     But  rne  difference 
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is  thei%.  none  the  less,  and  the  result 
is  apparent  to  the  most  casual  ob- 
server, 

•  •  •  • '        •       '  • 

At  Oxford  by  far  the  largest 
schools  are  those  of  history  and  of 
classics.  In  these  schools  faultless 
English  and  the  perfection  of  style 
are  half  the  battle.  It  is  quite  differ- 
ent at  Cambridge.  Here  the  greater 
proportion  6t  men  are  taking  some 
sclentMc  subject,  where  g:ood  English 
is  not  only  unnecessao',  bttt  is,  I  be- 
lieve, (lIso  regarded  with  suspicion. 

The  difference  is  noticeable  In 
every  branch  ■  of  the  activities  of 
either,  university.  At  Oxford  every 
college  has  at  least  one  literary  so- 
ciety, and  very  often  more.  They  are 
attended  with  the  greatest  enthusiasm 
and  are  the  occasion  for  the  most 
virile  and  illuminating  discussions. 

At  Cambridge,  on  the  other  hand, 
I  have  been  told  on  the  best  authority 
that  It  is  very  hard  to  get  up  any  en- 
thusiasm for  a  society  which  does  not 
bear  directly  on  the  examination 
which  an  undergraduate  haa  to  take 
In  order  to  obtain  his  degree.  It  is 
all  regarded  as  waste  of  time. 

It  is  the  same  thing  with  regard  to 
politics.  Oxford  is  seething  with 
political  excitement.  We  have  a 
staunch  Tory  club,  a  violent  Coalition 
club,  an  Independent  Liberal  club 
(bubbling  wltfi^the  undiTufed  milk  of 
the  Manchester  cow),  and  a  rabid 
Labor  club,  which  refuses  to  be  ap- 
peased.      At   all    these   clubs,  there   Is 


endless   speechifying,    endless   dlscuS'- 
sion. 

But  Cambridge  knows  none  of  this. 
She  has  a  Liberal  cli^ — that  is  all. 
And  since  there  is  no  opposition,  the 
tongues  of  Cambridge  men  arc  com- 
paratively silent. 

It  is  better  so.  I  do  not  mean  that 
it  is  better  for  Cambridge  men  to  be 
comparatively  silent,  but  that  it  Is 
better  folr  the  two  imlversltlcs  to  re- 
tain their  sepaiate  functions.  They 
are  both  unique.  They  are  both.  In 
their  separate  spheres,  supreme.  So 
let  Camltridge  continue  to  do  great 
things  in  slang,  while  Oxford  con- 
tinues to  do  great  things  in  English. 
•  ••••• 

Of  course,  there  Is  the  Oxford  man- 
ner. But  that  is  only  to  be  found  in 
the  more  remote  portions  of  the 
ynlted  States.

ADOPTING  FRENCH 
TOWNS

The  only  hope  of  peace  In  Europe 
it  H  firm  and  lasting  alliance  be- 
tween France  and  England.  Unless 
that  alliance  be  loyally  qnaintalned, 
then  our  victory  over  Germany  has 
be4n  won   in  vain. 

How  can  the  alliance  be  main* 
taihed?  Much  may  and  will  be  done 
'by  the  aovernnwntH  of  the  twfo 
countrles,\but  tAe  tact  and  sym- 
pathy uf  Ministers  are  useless  with- 
out the  good  under.MtandinR  of  the 
peoples,  and  It  is  the  duty  of  us 
all  to  preserve  by  whatever  means 
are  possible  the  happily  existing^ 
friendship.  ^  • 

No  better  nvethod  of  help  has  yet 
been  suggested  than  the  "adoption" 
by  British  cities  of  the  broken  towns 
and  villages  of  France.  France  has 
suffered  from  the  war  far  more  bit- 
terly tkan  any  other  country  in  Eu- 
rope. . 

Germany,  the  aggressor,  who  made 
a  planned  and  violent  attack  upon 
the    liberty   and    prosperity     of      the 


outlay  of  money. 

Cambridge,    foi     Instance,     oannot 
compete   In     munificence   with  Man- 
chester,  nor  Cirencester   with     Shef- 
field.   '  In    the    matter    of   friendshln. 
and  sympathy  they  will  be  equal. 

Above  all,  the  visiting  committees 
will  learn  by  experience  what  are 
the  character  and  the  temperament 
of  the  French.  They  will  remove 
from  their  *mlnds  the  suspicion  of 
strangeness  which  Is  wont  to  check 
the  free  intercourse  oft  neighboring 
peoples.  In  learning  something  of 
a  foreign  tongue  by  the  o^y  true 
method  of  hearing  it  spoken  on  the 
spot  they  will  add  Immensely  to  the 
Interest  of  their  lives.  By  gaining  a 
knowledge  of  French  manners  and 
French  methods  they  will  bettor  un- 
derstand the  will  and  purpose  not 
only  of  France  but  of  England  also. 

Thus  the  plan  of  adoption,  like  the 
quality  of  mercy,  will  bless  those 
who  give  and  those  who  take.  It  will 
establish  a  brotherhood  between 
France  and  England,  which  has  ex- 
isted often  among  men  of  genius, 
and  which  has  reached  very  seldom 
ahe  mass  of  the  people. 

Not  even  warfare  has  Interrupted 
ior  long  the  interchange  of  ideas. 
The  wars  of  Napoleon,  our  victory 
at  Waterloo,  were  no  check  to  the 
Influence  upon  the  poets  of  France 
oJ  Byron  and  Sir  Walter  Scott.  The 
literary  curiosity  of  the  French  •  is 
not  easily  sated,  and  If  It  waa  alive 
and  alert  before  the  memory  of  a 
bitter  struggle  was  effaced,  how 
active  will  It  be  when  the  two  na- 
tions are  knit  together  In  the  bonds 
of  sympathy? 

•  •  •  • 

If  France  has  le&rned  some  les- 
sons from  us,  We  have  been  yet  more 
deeply  In  her  debt,  and  any  plan 
Which  strengthens  our  friendship 
will  add  to  the  general  Intelligence 
of  the  world.  In  arts,  as  In  arms, 
we  (France" and  England)  have  al- 
ways been  In  the  foremoftt  rank, 
and  if  in  the  end  we  succumbed  to 
(the  ferocious  pedantry  of  the  Ger- 
mans, then  the  civilization  which 
we  know,  free  and  enlightened, 
would   perish   from  the   earth 

Wherefore  It  Is  our  duty  to  help 
France  by  whatever  means  are  In 
our  power.  But  In  the  delicate 
transaction  there  must  be  no  hint 
or  ,,thought  of  patronage.  Whatever 
aid  we  give  to  Franco  must  t*  given 
freely  and  without  pride.  As  we 
confer  no  favor  upon  her,  so  she  will 
1^  under  no  obligation  to  us.  Either 
side  will  recognize  an  act  of  kin- 
ship, the  natural  expression  of  sym- 
pathy and  good  will.  When  a  com- 
I  mlttee  of  Manchester  has  visited 
Mesleres.  Mexleres  cannot  but  return 
the  visit  of  her  friends,  and  she  will 
come  not  as  a  SuppU^t,  but  as  & 
kinswoman,  who  accepta  the  prof- 
fered aid  as  her  due. 
'  Nor  shall  there  be  any  going-back 
upon  our  plighted  word.  When  once 
t"he  towns  of  England  have  under- 
taken the  delicate  task  of  helping 
the  towns  of  France  they  t(mi  not 
withdraw  until  the  necessity  of  aid 
has  ceased. 

'  And  even  then  the  friendship, 
based  upon  work  done  in  common, 
must  survive.  To  each  British  town 
may  be-  given  the  sound  advice 
which  PolonluB  gave  to  Laertes  in 
(he  play: 


"The  friend  thou  hast,  and  his  adop- 
tion tried. 

Grapple  him  to  thy  soul  with  hoops 
of  steel."

Moileres.  Preston  has  adopted  La 
Bassee.  while  Sheffield  holds  herself 
responsible  for  Bapaume  and  Serre. 
Many  another  link  Is  being  forged 
In  the  chain  which  shall  unite  the 
two  countries,  and  if  only  this  plan 
of  adoption  be  generally  encouraged 
the  French  and  the  English  will 
become  not  rncrely  allies  but  per- 
sonal  friends. 

And  at  the  outset  It  Is  wise  to  un- 
derstand precisely  what  we  mean  by 
adoption.  It  Is  no  mere  matter  of 
spending  money.  The  towns  of  Eng- 
land will  not  offer  to  rebuikl  the 
towns  of  Prance.  The  duty  of  rep- 
aration is  laid,  with  perfect  Justice, 
upon  Germany,  the  devastator.  As 
Sir  ChArles  Dundas.  of  Dundas.  says, 
"The  Initial  idea  of  adoption  is  sim- 
ply to  help  the  distressed  Inhabi- 
tants by  sending  them  out  the  or- 
dinary necessities  of  life  to  enable 
them  to  get     a  sUrt"

sound  safe;  It  did  not  sound  pleasant 
yet  I  think  that  before  the  present 
disturbance  most  womlki  who  have 
spent  a  "cold  season"  on  the  plains 
or  a  "hot"  one  on  the  slopes  of  the 
Persian  hills  would  have  described 
their  experiences  t^  "a  good  time." 

A  variety  of  home  pleaaures  was. 
available  for  the  woman  who  could 
adapt  herself,  to  new  conditions — 
motoring,  dancing.  Ashing,  riding, 
shooting,  not  to  mention  the  hundred 
and  one  minor  Joys  of  club  life.  At 
every  large  station  these  clubs  for 
officers  and  their  families  flourished 
as  in  India. 

Here  the  latest  station  gossip  could 
be  discussed  over  a  cup  of  unim- 
peachable tea  or  a  hard  game  of  ten- 
nis indulged  in  on  excellent  hard 
courts. 

All  through  the  cool  season — No- 
vember to  April — club  dances  were 
held  at  least  once  a  week,  either  by 
subscription  Of  at  the  Invitation  of 
enterprising  subalterns.  As  .there 
were  always  af  least  Ave  dancing  men 
to  one  woman,  "sitting  out"  was  un- 
known at  th^se  gay  gatherlnga  The 
Makina  Club  as  Basra  even  boasted 
a   real  jazz  band. 

At  outlying  stations  life  was  not 
always  dull  and  monotonous.  Women 
so  inclined  could  get  excellent  shoot- 
ing  and   Ashing  with   their   husbands. 

Housing  and  servant  problems 
were,,  however,  acute  at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  year.  Houses  of  sorts, 
4n4eed,  were  in  most  cases  available, 
but  they  were  of  a  type  representing 
the  acme  of  discomfort  to  the  Euro- 
pean femal^  mind.  Floors,  walls,  and 
ceilings  were^^f^-dust-breedlng  native 
cement,  while  the  general  design  was 
that  of  an  up-to-date  prison  on  a 
small   scale. 

Rooms  In  twoi  stories  were  built, 
openln^j  inwards  on  a  quadrangular 
_  re  in  the  courtyard,  around  which 
4  '  11  double,  covered  verandah  sup- 
l'<rled  on  pillars.  Corridors  or  lob- 
bies did  not  enter  Into  local  archi- 
tectural schemes. 

There  was  no  intercommunication 
between  rooms.  It  was  necessary  to 
come  Into  the  open  to  ge  from  a  bed- 
room   to   a  bathroom. 

Mesopotamians,  men  and  TTomen, 
do  not  take  kindly  to  domestic  serv- 
ice. The  trite  old  proverb  that  clean- 
liness Is  next  to  godliness  they  look 
upon  as  a  gross  heresy.  Hence  the 
housewife  in  Mesopotamia  has  to  rely 
upon  imported  Indian  servants  ob- 
tainable from  the  base  depot  at 
Basra. 

Fearful  add  wonderful  are^he  ways 
of  half-trained  "bearers,"  "butlers" 
and  "cooks."  They  will  cheerfully 
place  a  rubber  hot-water  bottle  on  a 
dinlng-table  and  attempt  to  utilize 
one's  best  china  soup  teureen  for  bed- 
warming  purposes. 

In  the  East  it  Is  not  good  form  for 
European  women  to  appear  in  the 
basaars  (or  market  placei?)  unattend- 
ed. The  Indian  "cook-boy"  buys  the 
necessary  household  supplies  other 
than  those  obtainable  In  the*  local 
branch  of  the  Navy  and  Army  Can- 
teen  Board. 

In  Mojnil  or  Bagdad  curio  or  carpet 
hunting  takes  the  place  of  shopping 
and  Is  generally  a  more  exciting  form 
of  sport.  A  safe  and  competent  guid^ 
can  be  found  in  one  of  the  Army 
padres  of  the  station. 

ProAtable  Ands  sometimes  rewnnl 
the  patient  explorer  of  the  carpei- 
selUng  .region.  A  woman  who  came 
home  this  summer  received  sixty 
pounds  for  an  old  Persian  «ug  picked 
up  in  Mosul  for  a  similar  number  of 
rupees.  Gold,  old  brass  work  and 
good  china  are  occasionally  discov- 
ered, and  curlo-huntlng  may  fairly 
be  placed  on  the  credit  side  of  life 
In  the  Middle  East.

The  "Appeal  to  All  Christian  Peo- 
ple." which  the  Bishops  who  have  re- 
cently met  at  Lambeth  Issue  today, 
deserves  to  bo  carefully  and  sympa- 
thetically considered...

Are  enfranchised,  but  we,  are  not 
aware  that  this  has  anywhere  given 
politics  a  new  orientation.  In  this 
eountrr  they  flrtt  voted  In  the  last 
election,  and  there  are  obvious  rea- 
sons why  the  result  of  that  appeal  to 
the  country  has  no  abiding  slgnlA- 
cance  when  studied  in  relation  to 
their  participation — or,  indeed,  from 
any  other  a^gle.

The  new  Customs  Duties  Bill  before 
the   Commonwealth   House   of   Repre- 
sentatives  embodies   the    Arst   general 
revision    of    the   Australian    tariff   un- 
dertaken   since    1908.      The    Govern- 
ment   has   been    guided    by   two    prin- 
ciples now  thoroughly  established  In 
the    commercial   policy   of  the    Com- 
monwealth, the  encouragement  of  In- 
dustries by  protective  duties,  and  the 
fostering  of  trade  within  the   Empire 
by    preferential    treatment    of    British 
goods    at    the    Customs.      The    recent 
promise    of   Mr.    Hughes    of   adequate 
protection     for    Australian     manufac- 
turers has  been  interpreted  1%^  novel 
scheme  of  deferred  duties,  to  be  Im- 
posed   upon    Imported    goods    as  '  the 
competing    local    Industry    begins    to 
supply    the    market.      The    merits    of 
this    plan    can    hardly    be    estimated 
from  the  bare  statement  of  its  char- 
acter given  hi  the  cable  message.    In 
regard  to  Imperial  preference  the  Bill 
proposes  a  step   forward.     Under  the 
l»Og    Afet,    provision    Was    made    for 
rates  of  d»i*y  on  goods  Imported  from 
Britain    5   to    10   per   cent   lower  than 
the  general  tariff,  and  both  the  list  of 
goods    and    the    margin    in    favor    of 
Britain  have  been  extended  since  then. 
There  has.  howevef,  been  no  general 
plan   of   preferential   treatment,   such 
as    New    Zealand    concedes    to    goods 
from    all    parts   of  the    Empire.      In- 
stead of  allowing  rebates,  as  In  Can- 
ada and  .Atntralia,  the   Dominion  im- 
poses  a   sot-tas   upon    foreign   goods, 
ranging  from   20   to   100   per  cent   of 
the     general     rates.    .  The    Common- 
wealth now  t>ropo«M  reciprocal  Agree- 
ments   ^iiti     the 'Dominions,     uiMer 
which  any  of  them  may  secure,  trltfUy 
or  In   part,  the  preferential  treatment 
accprded   t*   Britain.

BEFORE  the  Privy  Council  at  Ottawa 
protest  against  the  new  Railway- 
Rates  has  been  made  on  the  grounds 
that  the  giving  of  the  new  rates  would  raise 
the  cost  of  living  by  a  percentage  many 
times  higher  than  the  percentage  actually 
charged  by  the  Canadian  railways. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  numerous 
oniddlemen  who  act^as  the  distributors  of

goods  would  each  add  his  percentage  of  profit 
to  the  freight  rate,  so  that,  although  the  rail- 
ways nught  only  receive^  say,  40  cents  addi- 
tional freight  charge  on  a  shipment,  the 
public  would  be  forced  by  the  distributing 
middlemen  to  pay  many  times  that  amount. 

The  )nanagenieats  of  the  various  Can- 
adian Railways  desire,  through  this  their 
Association,  to  draw  the  attention  of  news- 
paper readers  to  the  highly  significant  fact 
that  the  recent  increase  in  United  States 
railway  rates,  an  increase  similar  to  the 
increase  in  Canada,  has  actually  been  fol- 
lowed  ,  by  a  decrease  in  the  cost  of  living  in 
that  country.  / 

Furtherinore 

A  great  Canadian  manufacturer  re- 
cently made  public,  without  any  solicitation 
and  without  the  previous  knowledge  of  the 
Railway  Management,  figures  which  proved 
that  the  retail  selling  price  df  a  yard  of 
plain  white  cloth  in  Winnipeg,  after  being 
hauled  from  Montreal  to  Toronto,  and  To- 
ronto to  Winnipeg,  would  be  increased  only 
one-half  cent  even  after  the  wholesaler 
had  added  20  per  cent  profit  to  the  nejv 
freight  rate  and  the  retailers  another  50 
per  cent 

He  showed  that  these  distributors, 
whether  rightly  or  wrongly,  added  15  cents 
to  his  mill  price  of  16  cents  per  yard.

according  to  the  latest  word  received, 
at  the  CI^P.  offices  hera  froqi  the 
vessel  which  struck  a  rock  tlkre«-9|ll«f{L 
south  of  Swanson  Bay  at  .-4:lS  a.m. 
'Wednesday,  and  was  beached  at 
Swanson  Bay  to  avoid  any  possible 
uv  tn  pnssengem. 

Captain  C.  H.  Nicholson,  head  of 
the  U.T.i-*.  boatd  on  the  Coast,  back  in 
the  city  from  Seattle,  is  busy  aacer- 
Uinlng  the  damage  done  and  \mak- 
ing  out  a  new  schedule  to  fill  In  the 
Rupert's  place.  The  accident  occurred 
during  a  denes  fog;  the  keel  of  the 
vessel  is  believed  to  have  been  ripped 
under  No.  1  and  2  holds,  causing  her 
to  fill  rapidly.  CapUIn  Donald  Mc- 
Kenxle,  realising  the  danger  to  the 
passengers,  made  for  Swanson  Bay, 
where  he  beached  the  vessel  and  sent 
out  messages  for  help. 

The  Prince  John  was  rushed  to  the 
scene  and  has  taken  the  passengers 
on  to  Prince  Rupert,  although  many 
of  them  arc  thought  to  have  lost  their 
personal  effects.

Captain  Nicholson  announced  that 
the  passenger  and  freight  service 
would  be  carried  'on  as  fast  as  the 
boats  were  available.  The  Prince 
John  will  continue  the  Rupert's  trip 
to  Anyoi,  and  then  come  here  direct 
without  making  the  usual  stops  at 
Ocean  Falls  and  Swanson  Bay,  arriv- 
ing here  Saturday  afternoon.

Were  you  to  walk  along  the  beach 
at  any  seaside  resort  and  ask  each 
person  you  met  whether  he  or  she 
knew  the  name  of  a  single  variety  of 
seaweed  it  is  doubtful  if  you  would 
get  one  answer  in  the  afflrmatlve. 
And  If  you  asked  a  second  question, 
as  to  whether  any  of  them  knew  the 
uses  of  seaweed,  the  only  reply  you 
would  be  likely  to  hear  would  be  that 
it  is  burnt  to  make  kelp. 

Tet  seaweed  has  scores  of  different 
uses,  and  more  are  being  constantly 
discovered.  Seaweed,  for  instance,  is 
the  principal  source  of  that  invalu- 
able element  Iodine,  and  from  It  we 
also  get  chloride  of  potassium  and 
other  chemicals  of  great  use  In  medi- 
cine. 

An  excellent  else  for  string  comes 
from  the  same  source,  and  a  similar 
preparation  which  is  the  base  of  a  hair 
fixative,  carrageen,  well  known  be- 
cause of  the  delicate  Jelly  prepared 
from  it,  is  used  in  some  places  Instead 
of  Isinglass  for  clarifying  beer.  An- 
other Jelly  prepared  from  seaweed  is 
useful  for  slsing  paper,  while  from 
several  varieties  a  tough  and  excel- 
lent paper  can  be  prepared. 

•  •  •  •  '  '  ■ 
The  "fucus  resiculosus"  is  used  In 
the  Channel  Islands  for  producing 
'smoke  for  drying  bacon  and  Ash,  and, 
as  is  fairly  well  known,  the  early 
potatoes  which  we  get  from  Jersey 
are  grown  by  means  of  seaweed 
manure. 

"Vralc,"  that  Is,  weed  cut  from  the 
rocks  by  the  shore.  Is  very  rich  In 
potash  and  forms  an  excellent  fertil- 
izer. It  is  either  laid  on  the  ground 
and  ploughed  in  at  once  or  else  dried 
and  burnt  to  ashes,  which  are  then 
sprinkled  on  the  ground.  The  early 
broccoli  which  comes  from  Cornwall 
Is  grown  on  land  fertilized  with 
wrack,  and  on  the  west  coast  of  Ire- 
land drift  weed  is  almost  the  only 
manure  used  for  raising  potatoes. 

One  species  of  fucus  is  collected  by 
the  people  of  that  same  barren  coast 
for  feeding  horses  and  cattle.  The 
Norwegians  call  this  particular  species 
"cow-weed,"  while  the  people  of 
Gothland  have  named  It  "swine-tang" 
and   boil   It   for  their  pigs. 

Savages  all  over  the  world  find  many 
uses  for  searweed.  The  Indians  of 
Vancouver  make  ropes  out  of  a  tough- 
stemmed  variety,  and  even  Ashing 
lines  are  prepared  from  the  same 
source.  In  some  of  the  South  Sea 
islands  the  people  make  water  pitch- 
ers out  of  large  hollow  stems,  and 
also  trumpets  for  ceremonial  pur- 
poses. 

It  is  a  mistake  to  Imagine  that  the 
whole  seabed  is  carpeted  with  sea- 
weeds. A  hundred  feet  of  water  is 
about  the  extreme  depth  at  which 
they  will  grow.  Those  nearest  to  the 
shore  are  most  nearly  green.  As  the 
water  deepens  their  colors  shade  to 
olive  and  brown,  until  at  the  extreme 
depth  at  which  they  will  grow  at  all 
you  find  the  beautiful  red  weeds. — 
T.  C.  B..  In  The  London  Dally  Mall. 

Deeoent  Froot  Alrsblpa 

Among  the  suggestions  made  In 
England  for  a  means  of  enabling 
passengers  to  land  from  an  airship 
at  prescribed  stopping-places  Is  one 
In  which  the  dirigible  Is  first  moored 
by  means  of  four  cables,  which  are 
thrown  from  the  aerial  flier.  The 
paaeeagera  then  will  be  able  to  ascend 
or  descend  from  the  airship  by*  means 
of  light  elevators  operated  between 
•4he  dirigible  and  earth.  These  ele- 
vators, electrically  operated,  need  not 
be  very  heavy,  and  can  be  construc- 
ted of  aluminum,  duralumin,  or  some 
such  material.  The  power  to  operate 
theee  elevators  can  be  Uken  from 
the  engines  of  the  dirigible  Itself,  and 
It  will  be  quite  an  easy  matter  to 
take  from  fifteen  to  twenty  passen- 
gers en  a  single  trip. 


The  "K"  Boats 

The  British  submarines  of  the  "K" 
class  are  the  fastest  and  moat  power- 
ful submersible  craft  in  the  world. 
They  are  easily  identified  by  the 
hlgli  and  strangely-curved  forecastle 
and  overhanging  bows.  Built  to  go 
to  aea  with  the  Grand  Fleet,  they  are 
prspaHed  on  the  surface  by  steam 
torhlaes  at  a  speed  of  Si  knots,  which 
is  aWiat  aidht  knots  faafier  than  -  the 
w^dM  •t  ordlohry  sdhaMrlMa,  Thdy 
are  S4t  feet  long,  and  displace  2.470 
tona  Theee  boats  have  unusually 
load  perlaoopea,  measuring  ao  feet 
freai  top  to  bottom.  Their  fonnela 
are  made  to  hinge  back  befoi«  the 
haat  dives.

Koealyptas  trees  la  Tasmania  some- 
ttoM  a  na«h  a  helaM  U 
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In  order  t6  meet  the  present  world- 
wide  shortage  of  leather,  an  intereat- 
Ing  development  has  been  effected  in 
the  United  UUtes.  This  is  the  manu- 
facture of  leather  for  every  cono%)v> 
able  purpose  from  the  hides  and 
membranes  of  aquatic  animals,  par- 
ticularly the  shark';  though  other  fish, 
such  as  the  ray  or  devil  flab,  porpoise, 
sturgeon,  and  dogfish,  to  mention  only 
a  few,  are  being  similarly  exploited. 

Kfforts  have  been  made  from  time 
to  time  to  turn  the  hide  of  the  per- 
^olse  and  sltark  to  economic  account 
In  the  leather  industry,  but  they  have 
not  been  completely  eucceasful.  Ac- 
cepted' principles  of  tanning  do  not 
Hutflce.  Porpoise  leather,  for  Instance, 
is  likely  to  be  rendered  spongy  and 
vastly  inferior  in  point  of  strength 
and  durability  for  hard  wear  under 
varying  conditions  of  weather  and 
climate.  On  the  other  hand,  the  skin 
of  the  shark,  when  dressed,  has  been 
found  to  be  too  hard  and  too  rough. 
as  well  as  lacking  in  flexibility,  for 
aught  but  limited  use,  ae.  for  in- 
stance, an  abrasive  niedlum  In  the 
Jewelry  trade. 

These  deficiencies  have  now  been 
overcome,  and  the  leather  produced 
from  the  aquatic  animals  above  men- 
tioned is  said  to  be  equal  in  every 
respect  to  that  forthcoming  from  the 
usual  sources.  The  secret  of  the  In- 
vention is,  first,  the  evoluUon  of  a 
special  tanning  process  adapted  to 
aquatic  hides,  and,  secondly,  in  the 
case  of  the  shark,  the  separation  of 
the  outer  horn-like  nodule-scarred 
hide  or  shagreen  from  the  inner  skin. 
It  is  the  latter  which  constitutes  the 
valuable  part  of  the  hide,  and,  when 
dressed.  It  is  as  flexible  as  the  ac- 
cepted hide,  although  in  the  process 
of  splitting  none  of  the  toughness, 
durability,  or  distinctive  beautiful 
markings  of  the  shark's  skin  is  sacri- 
ficed. 

Chemical  Process 
The  process  is  the  work  of  a  New 
York  banker,  who  has  devoted  hla 
leieure-  4o  (he  applieation  of  his  ex- 
tensive knowledge  concerning  flsh  and 
chemistry  to  the  solution  of  the  prob- 
lem. It  was  the  shark  which  first  at- 
tracted his  attention  as  a  possible 
source  of  leather  production,  but  he 
found  the  problem  of  removing  the 
shagreen  and  the  tanning  of  the  Inner 
hide  to  be  almost  insuperable.  In  the 
first  attempts,  conducted  In  Copen- 
hagen, in  collaboration  with  an  emi- 
nent Danish  chemist,  the  shagreen 
was  removed  by  resort  to  abrasion, 
but  this  practice  was  found  to  dam- 
age the  essential  fibres  of  the  under- 
lying skin.  Subsequently  he  resorted 
to  chemical  agency,  and  (his  proved 
to  be  the  most  effective  means  of  ac- 
complishing the  splitting  operation. 

This  chemical  process  enables  the 
shagreen  to  be  removed  without  In- 
Jury.  The  tanning  of  the  Inner  hide 
was  then  taken  in  hand,  resulting  In 
the  production  of  a  leather  described 
as  smooth  as  velvet,  and  of  striking 
flexiblltty  and  pliability,  combined 
with  strength  and   durability. 

Ten   years    were    occupied    In    Im- 
proving the   process,   which   can     be 
applied    to   the   skins   of   all    aquatic 
monsters  with  equal  facility  and  suc- 
cess.    Now  the  Industry  has  been  Oe- 
tabllshed    upon      a    firm    basis,      the 
American   leather  trade  having     ad- 
mitted the  suitability  of  the  product 
for       its      diversified      requlrementa 
'The  United  States  Bureau  of  Fisher- 
ies  has   also   followed    the     develop- 
ments  very   closely.      The      necessity 
for'  activity  in   this     field    was     em- 
phasized   as   a    result   of   the    United 
Statea  being  dependent  to  a  very  pro- 
nounced degree  upon  imported  hides 
for   footwear     and      other     purposes, 
which     imports     at     that  time  were 
shrinking  with  disconcertlng^rapidity. 
When,    therefore,    the    enterprise    ex- 
ploiting   the    new    process    upon      an 
extensive    scale    placed    a    divorslfled 
assortment    of    articles    made      from 
Mh   skins  at   the     disposal      of     the 
Washington  authorities,  the  latter  in- 
vited  leather  merchants     throughout 
the  country  to  inspect  the  articles. 
The  Shark's  Skin 
The  utilization  of  the  shark's  skin 
constitutes   the   sheet   anchor    of   the 
new   company's   activities,   this   mon- 
ster being  prolific  around  the  Amer- 
ican  coast,   especially   in  the   tropical 
zones.      Experience    has    proved    that 
five  sharks  are  caught  for  every  por- 
poise,     and      accordingly      it      offers 
greater  scope  for  manufacturing  ac- 
tivity.     Following     the     introduction 
of  the  product  to  the  market,  experts 
were      dispatched    to      the      various 
shark-Infested    seas    to    survsy      the 
prospect   and    extent      of   raw     ma- 
terial,  as     well  as     new     tonea     In 
which   the   fishery   might   be     eatab-^ 
lished  with  every  promise  of  success. 
These  authorities  have  reported   that 
there  is  very  little  likelihood   of  the 
shark-yielding      waters      being      ex- 
hausted,   or   even   seriously   depleted, 
for    many    years    to   come,    notwith- 
standing the   intenslflod  character  of 
the  fishery.     The  waters  washing  the 
Australian    continent      alone    are   be- 
lieved  to   be   capable      of  supporting 
the    Industry,    even    when    fully    de- 
veloped, for  an  indefinite  period. 

The  fishery  is  conducted  upon  es- 
sentially scienlfltc  lines.  Four  sta- 
tions have  been  established  In  the 
United  States  up  to  the  present,  two 
being  fn  Florida  waters.  Bach  la 
adequately  equipped  with  fishery 
tackle  as  well  as  reduction  plans, 
since  every  ounce  of*  the  animals  la 
turned    to    economic    actyunt. 

It  Is  the  seine  not  which  brings 
the  biggest  harvests,  and  the  catch 
may  readily  vary  from  1,000  to  10,- 
000  big  flsh  having  sulUble  skins  for 
tanning  per  day,  according  to  the 
locality  and  the  character  of  the  pre- 
vailing conditions.  Motor  boats  are 
employed  for  laylpg  the  nets,  which, 
when  the  catch  haa  been  made,  are 
hauled  sshore.  Aa  the  flsh  are 
landed,  they  are  dispatched  and  skin- 
ned, care  being  taken  in  the  case  of 
the  shark  to  remove  the  dorsal  flns 
for  drying,  since  these  flnd  a  ready 
market  among  the  Chinese  for  edible 
purpoeea.  The  hide  is  strlppod  in 
one  piece  and  with  only  four  holes,  is 
folded,  salted,  and  then  dispatched  to 
the  tannery.  That  the  shark  ^  a 
bounteous  hide  yielder  may  be 
gathered  from  the  fact  that  the  skla 
may  vary  in  superOoas  4rom  ten  to 
forty  square  feet,  aeoerdiac  to  the 
else  and  weight  of  the-  teh.  The 
giant  devil  flsh  glvea  a  aUII  larger 
hide,  this  often  mnainc  np  Co  144 
aquare  feet 

SabaUtate  fer  taeia  LeattMr 

It  la  aet  only  the  hide  which  jrlalda 
leather.       The     softer     timnoa     and 
stomach     membrane     whea 
yield  an  excellent  sabatltota  fer 
leather.     The  drsealng  proceaaaa  dra 
aomewhat  ^avolved.    but   apaa   tlM» 
completion  It  is  said  to  be     fpaa 
albla  te  dJatlagulah  tba  taatfefv  imA§ 
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from  the  hide  of  a  flsh  from  that 
wrought  from  the  goat,  ox,  or  horse. 
There  is  no  possibility  of  identifying 
the  leather  by  odor,  inasmuch  as  a 
degreaslng  process  is  followed^  which 
completely  eliminates  the  distinctive 
aroma  of  the  sea.  The  only  means 
whereby  the  difference  can  be  de- 
tected is  by  submitting  the  leather 
to  the  tensile  testing  machine  or  ^ha 
mlcroecope  to  Identify  the  fibrous 
construction. 

While  the  recovery  of  the  hide 
constitutee  the  primary  task,  the 
carcases  of  the  animals  are  turned 
to  the  utmost  account,  thus  fulfilling 
the  requlrementa  of  economical  ex- 
ploitation. The  prime  portions  of 
the  fish  are  stated  to  be  savory,  and 
shark  steak  la  coming  into  increas- 
ing* favor.  The  inedible  portions  are 
subjected  to  treatment  to  ftirnish 
chicken  food  or  fertilizer.  The  de- 
mand for  the  last-named  is  rapidly 
Increasing,  owing  to  Its  superiority  to 
ordinary  Qfin.  scrap  I9  point  of  nitro- 
gen content.  This  raQgea.from  15 
to  18  H  ixr  cent,  and  commands 
from  33Vft  to  SO  per  cent  more  than 
ordinary  flsh  scrap  manure  upon  the 
market. 

The  liver  of  the  shark  yields  an 
excellent  oil  worth  Sa  a  gallon, 
whllo  the  teeth^  fetch  Sd.  each  frohi* 
the  Jewelry  trade  tot  conversion 
Into  various  artlclea  of  adornment 
and  Utility.  The  blood  la  recovered, 
since  it  yields  an  excellent  water- 
proof glue  In  keea  demand  for  the 
fabricaUon  of  the  lat4gral  propellers 
of  aeroplanes,  while  the  gut  is  used 
for  the  manufacture  of  strings  for 
inuslcal  instruments.  Ashing  lines,* 
tennis  racquets,  and  such  like.  In 
short,  no  part  of  these  fiah  animala 
Is  wasted.  In  the  case  of  the  poP-'^ 
poise,  the  oil  is  especially  valuable. 
One  grade  derived  from  the  Jaw  Is 
the  premier  lubricant  for  watches  , 
and  other  delicate  mechanism,  and 
readily  commands  ilO  per  gallon.  It 
is  the  scientlflo  utilisation  of  the 
various  by-producU  of  the  animal 
which  haa  rendered  tha  foundation 
of  the  new  leather  Industry  so  suc- 
cessful, and  IneidenUlly  it  is  the  high 
price  realized  for  theee  various  other 
commodities  which  Is  enabling  the 
shark  leather  to  be  placed  upon  the 
market  at  a  severely  competitive 
price.  In  fact,  It  is  asserted  that  the 
cost  of  footwear  made  from  sbark 
skins  will  be  one-third  to  one- 
quarter  of  the  price  at  present  pre- 
vailing. 

Diversity  of  ArUdea 
The  articles  capable  of  belpd 
fashioned  from  flah-skln  leather  virtu- 
ally comprise  all  those  hitherto  ob- 
tained from  the  hides  of  varioua  anl- 
mala  Different  trades,  qualltlea,  and 
classifications  are  obuined  ss  a  re- 
sult of  varying  the  unnlng  process, 
and  adapting  It  to  the  special  require- 
ments of  the  product  under  treatment. 
The  demand  for  the  leather  for  all 
purposes  has  already  exceeded  sitPPly. 
One  Of  the  largest  glove  msnufactur- 
ers  In  the  country  has  secured  the 
whole  of  the  output  of  suede  leather 
made  from  the  eofter  tissues  and 
stomach  membranes  for  the  produc- 
tion of  this  specialty. 

It  Is  being  utilised  by  the  upholstery 
trade.  Inasmuch  'as  such  leather  Is 
stated,  as  a  result  of  trials,  to  be 
equal  to  the  hide  formerly  used  In  this 
branch  of  Industry.  It  is  also  being 
used  for  the  manufacture  of  traveling 
bags  brief-cases,  gripe,  portmanteaus, 
ladles*  handbags,  Jerkins,  wallets, 
general  clothing,  and  for  fancy  and 
decorative  artioles.  But  it  Is  the  boot 
trade  which  is  adraaolag  the  heaviest 
demands  slaee  the  shortage  of  leather 
for  footwear  has  reached  an  acute 
stage  in  the  Ufilted  fUtee.  The  Inner 
hide  or  split  of  the  shark's  skin  is  as 
soft  and  plUble,  as  well  as  durable, 
as  the  beet  calf  and  kid.  althevfh  It 
is  IsoA'ted.  from  the  trials  which  have 
beea  made,  to  be  poasessed  of  superior 
weartag  and  lasUng  «ualiUea  as  well 
as  afferdlag  oOMpleU  protection 
against  any  and  every  weather.  80 
far  aa  the  eolea  are  oonoemed,  an  in- 
teresting development  to  to  be  record- 
ed. In  certain  cases  pro  loafed  wear 
le  paramount,  and  It  hss  been  found 
that  the  shagreea  Is  pre-eminently 
adapted  to  each  senrtee.  It  Is  ex- 
tremely durable,  as  may  be  gath«red  • 
from  the  fact  that  it  la  need  aa  aa 
abraalva.or  aaimal  emery  la  the  work- 
ing and  potlahing  of  Jikrels  and  ivory. 
When  use^  for  boot  Soling  purpoeea 
the  horny.  eteelUke  nodule-covered 
surface  is  preeeoted  to  the  pavement, 
aad  the  weaf  is  so  slow  as  to  outlaat 
the  heavy  hebaail  hoot  served  eat 
to  the  soldier.

If  a  Dtan's  own  soul  will  not  help 
him  over  a  crlals,  nothing  wHl.  There 
ia  no  substitute. 

The  particular  horror  of  the  Insid- 
ious druir  habit  that  Ih  daily  forclnr 
Its  destructive  head  further  Into  the 
tissue  of  our  social  fabric  Is  that  it 
ia  claiming  for  Its  victims  not  the  so- 
cial outcast,  the  human  wreck,  the 
down-and-outer,  but  the  young  and' 
strong  men  and  women  of  note  in 
t>UBlnes8.  art  and  affairs. 

In  the  rush  and  hurry  of  modem 
life.  In  the  scramble  to  get  on.  In  tha 
desire  to  excel,  the  hunger  Is  born  for 
more  vitality  than  unaided  n.tture  will 
supply,  and  thus  the  very  aubsLinces 
that  have  been  Invented  by  modern 
science  for  the  alleviation  of  suffer- 
ing have  been  prostituted  to  new  uses. 
They  have  become  false  gods  of  a 
hyper-nervous  age. 

For  thousands  of  years  the  Oriental 
has  smoked  his  opium  or  oaten  hia 
haschlsch.  He  did  it  to  dream  aud 
forget,  he  used  It  as  an  oscapo  from 
life  and  Its  realltieH.  It  has  remained 
for  modern  Western  civilisation  to  re- 
verse this  process  and  apply  drugs 
swifter  and  more  deadly  in  their  ac- 
tion to  the  purposes  of  life  itself.  Tho 
cocaine  hfbltue  uses  his  drug  as  an 
added  means  of  grappling  the  realities 
of  life;  he  uses  it  In  tho  first  place^  to 
augment  his  endurance  and  ability, 
but  it  rob.s  him  of  success  by  Hh  qual- 
ity of  destroying  Iho  only  thing  that 
can  make  his  success  permanent  and 
sound;    it  robs  him  of  his  soul. 

It  is  the  swiftest  road  to  1nont.1l, 
inorul  and  physical  ruin  In  the  world 
today,  and  the  man  or  woman  who 
take.s  that  ruad  will  go  down  to  a 
depth  of  personal  degradation  worse 
than  any  hoU  Dante  could  imagine  or 
Dore  paint. 

The  flrst  step  Is  usually  one  oC 
curloulty.  A  mairls  tired  or  wofrtedT" 
worn  out  by  great  and  sustained  men- 
tal exertion,  and  he  wonders  If  any- 
thing will  help  him.  Opportunity  oc- 
curs and  he  tries  a  minute  dose  of 
cocaine.  It  works;  his  cares  leavo 
him,  and  he  Is  able  to  concontrato 
more  than  ever  before;  he  feels 
happy,  strong  and  healthy.  For  threo 
months,  jierhaps,  this  will  continue 
with  only  very  small  doses,  small  but 
gradually  Increasing.  * 

He  Is  like  a  grod  during  this  period; 
he  works  hard,  he  U  brilliant,  hla 
friends  marvel  at  hid  great  vitality 
and  apparent  success.  He  needs  little 
sleep  and  he  cats  well,  he  has  a 
physical  strength  and  a  mental  grasp 
that  Is  denied  to  mont  men. 

Then  there  Is  a  change,  the  shadow 
falls.  It  Is  only  a  diiu  xhadow  yet, 
a  Summer  cloud.  Thero  are  periods 
of  great  depression,  of  inconceivable 
and  sudden  fatigue  which  he  endures 
wondorlngly  for  a  while  until  he  finds 
they  are  immediately  dispelled  by  a 
fresh  recourse  to  the  god  in  tho  bottle, 
in  three  months  more  he  is  chained 
to  that  god;  he  can  not  move  without 
it  and,  while  under  its  Influence,  will 
fall  into  long  periods  of  abstraction 
in  which  his  mind  is  very  active  but 
his  body  seems  incapable  of  accom- 
plishing anything  to  interpret  that 
mental   ncllvUV. 

Then  he  begins  to  sink.  With  a 
great  mental  power  that  will  not  ex- 
press itself  outwardly,  he  begins  to 
neglect  his  business,  profession  or 
whatever  his  activities  are.  He  is 
careless  and  untidy;  he  takes  Increas- 
ingly large  doses  of  the  drug  and  flnda 
he  dare  not  move  without  it. 

In  a  little  while  after  this — a  very 
little  while,  so  swift  is  this  form  of 
destruction — all  moral  sense  and 
ethical  control  leave  him;  he  will  lie 
rather  than  tell  the  truth;  he  will 
lose  nil  capacity  for  human  emotion. 
In  his  dealings  with  friends  und  ac- 
quaintances he  will  be  calm  and 
devilish;  he  will  take  delight  In  caus- 
ing pain  to  people  who  love  him  best; 
he  will  be  perverted  and  inhuman. 

Ruch  a  one  will  at  this  period  have 
little  use  for  sleep  or  food — he  will 
sustain  physical  life  almost  entirely 
on  the  drug.  Extreme  emaciation 
supervenes,  and  his  eyes  become  fixed 
and  glassy — like  those  of  a  corpse. 

Then  fear  grips  him.  Fear.  Not 
fear  of  anything  at  all  in  the  world, 
but  thaL  worst  thing  of  all,  the  ever 
present  horror  of  fear — and  he  does 
not  know  what  he  fears. 

In  the  night,  the  quietest  part  of 
the  night,  he  will  wake  from  one  of 
his  Infrequent  sleeps,  sweating  with 
an  indefinable  horror,  Knowing  that 
on  the  table  there  Is  release,  but  with- 
out the  power  to  stretch  out  Ms  hand 
and  take  it.  For  hours  he  will  lie 
motionless,  not  daring  to  move. 

He  hears  voices,  whispering  voices 
at  first,  then  more  clear  and  incisive; 
he  will  stand  motionless  In  the  street 
listening — Just  listening — but  hd  can 
never  tell  you  what  he  hears. 

The  last  stage  of  all  finds  him  tak- 
ing done  after  dose  in  rapid  suoces- 
slon  with  the  insane  Idea  of  finding 
out  how  much  of  It  It  will  take  to  kill 
him.  Before  this  happens,  madnesM 
claims  him,  followed  by  a  state  of 
coma  and  death. 

It  Is  not  a  pretty  picture — that  of  a 
plan  with  his  foot  firmly  on  the  Udder 
of  success,  enjoying  the  love  and  con- 
fidence of  his  family  .and  numerous 
friends,  who  deliberately  stimulates 
the  faculties  by  such  means  and  In- 
evitably sinking  to  such  degradation. 
The  worst  feature  is  the  loss  of  th« 
faculty  for  emotion;  friends,  family, 
honor  and  decency  are  all  as  nothing 
compared  with  the  necessity  for  ob- 
taining and  using  the  drug,  and  such 
a  man  would  step  eagerly  and  without 
a  qualm  over  the  murdered  body  of 
his  youngest  daughter  to  grasp  even 
Ave  grains  of  the  drug  hie  body 
craves. 

It  is  supposed  that  there  Is  a  wsjr 
out  for  such  a  man.  This  I  believe  t<» 
be  a  miBtake;  there  Is  a  return  road, 
but  few  drug  victlma  tread  it.  Until 
the  very  lawt  stages  of  this  obsession, 
the  faculty  of  reanon  is  particularly 
clear,  brutally  rienr  In  fact;  the  vlc- 
tlni  knows  exactly  what  he  Is  doing, 
but  tells  hlmnelf  that  he  must  do  It. 
If  he  can  realixe  or  be  brought  In 
rehllze  the  horror  of  the  end  and  «>x«rt 
his  wlll-powfr  and  quit,  quit  abso- 
lutely— not  tiiper  off — he  will  be 
saved.  He  *wlll  have  to  Dght  ten 
thounand  devils,  but  he  will  be  a  nuin 
agEln-'^ith  a  aoul.

Mr.  Wallace  Irwin,  whoae  iiame  la 
familiar  to  reader*  of  Aiherlcan  nc- 
tion  aa  the  ever-prolific,  always  aroua- 
ina  and  ocoaaionally  a«ittrtcal  writer, 
saya  The  Vancouver  Wortd,  arrived  in 
the  city  laat  Saturday,  accompanied 
by  hla  Wife  and  two  children.  The 
Irwtn  family  are  in  the  course  of  their 
annual  peregrination  from  their  Sum- 
mer home  in  aouthern  California  to 
their  retular,  or  irregular,  abode  in 
New  York  City. 

Mrs.  Irwin  betraya  an  exceedingly 
live  and  active  interest  4ii  present-day 
problema.  political  and  otherwioe.  and 
confesses  that  she  follows  keenly  the 
daily  bulleUna  regarding  the  condition 
of  "that  unfortunate  Mr.  Maoswiney.' 
She  commented  bitterly  on  the  fact 
that  some  of  the  American  press 
should  be  allowed  to  be  so  unre- 
att&lned  in  their  expreaalon  of  sym- 
pathy for  the  dilemma  of  the  Lord 
Mayor  of  Cork.  eOpecially  the  Hearst 
papers.  -  "And  Ban  Francisco  la  the 
worst,"  she  added.  "More  Irish  than 
Ireland  lt,aelf.  but  you  tnuat  not  think 
that  of  the  whole  United  States.  It  \b 
decidedly  .  not  a  nation-wide  sym- 
pathy." 

Mr.  irwin  commented  politely  on 
what  he' termed  "the  alight  haainess 
of  our  leather."  Nevertheleaa  he  and 
hlB  wife  both  agreed  that  there  was 
no  country  <iulte  like  It  in  the  world. 

8tttdl«d  Japaiie«<e  t^utsatloti 

Mr.  Irwin  o^nfeaoed  that  during  the 
past  year  he  spent  in  California  he 
haa  been  engaged  In  study  of  the  .lap- 

perplexing  than  ever  to   thf  Callfor- 
Blana. 

In  the  counrse  uf  thiN  work  he 
gathered  matArial  for  a  novel,  which 
Is  to  appear  shortly  in  serial  form  un- 
der the  title  of  'Seeds  of  the  iun. ' 
"You  know,"  he  explained,  "the  Jap- 
aneae  have  been  called  children  of  the 
•Uh,  or  children  of  Yamato.  t  did 
think  of  calling  nUr  story  'Seeds  of 
Yamato,'  but  t  considered  aa  an  after- 
thought that  some  people  might  con- 
fuse that  with  Tomato,  which  would 
reeemble  too  much  a  seed  catalogue." 
Here  We  laughed. 

"But  Berlously.  •   began      Mr.    Irwin 
afain,    "the    .iapanene    are    an    actual 
menace  to  the  people  of  California.     I 
came  out  flrat  to  etudy  the  question 
with    the    idea    that    the    Callforniann 
had   been   merely  yawping — 'yawpInK' 
is   cowboy    talk,"    he   explained,    "and 
means  'barlflng  at  the  moon.'  but   I 
found    I    wna     wrong.       Actually   the 
agricultural  sections  of  California  are 
being    depreciated    by    the    .1aptine»et 
who  lire  exploiting  the  land  under  the 
throe-year  lease  law.     They  virtually 
rob  the  soil.    The  three-year  leOBe  law 
doea'  not  reetratn  them,  at  any  rate, 
<or  they  tpork   in  syndicate,  one  man 
taking    it    from      another,    by    which 
system  they  can  carry  on  Indefinitely. 
Tho  Japanese  are  a  very  smart  people, 
you    know;      in   fact,      they   are      too 
smart."      "In    saying    this,"    ho      ex- 
plained, "I  have  no  pcreonal  grudge 
agalBst  the  Japanese,     t  have  many 
good    frifndH    among    their    race,   ahd 
personally  I  do  not  believe  that  Japart 
haa  at  present  any  militaristic  designs 
on   the  United   Statea     or     anywhere 
else.  They  believe  in  commercial  war, 
conquest    of   the    soil    by    inflltratloiv 
and   are   aucci^dlng   in   California,    at 
any  rate.     It  wUI  be  noted  that  during 
the  War  in  which  they  have  been  en- 
gaged their  attitude  has  been  entirely 
selflah.  They  have  appropriated  prop- 
erty and  held  on  to  It  by  treaty." 

During  the  course  of  hla  Inveatiga- 
tiona,  Mr.  Irwin  unearthed  tranala- 
tlons  of  documents  belonging  to  the 
3laok  Dragon  Society,  a  military 
caste,  slmltM-  to  that  of  Germany, 
which  existed  in  Japan  during  the 
war,  which  proved  that  the  officers 
were  quite  willing  to  go  over  to  the 
German  side,  aa  they  figured  that  the 
Germane  could  Win. 

Natlon«Wlde  Propaganda 

"The  great  trouble  wltl\  the  ques- 
tion Is  that  the  Japanese  Government 
is  circulating  a  nation>wide  propa- 
ganda to  Influence  prominent  Ameri- 
cana to  enlist  their  sympathies  on  be- 
half of  Japan.  They  entertain  them 
in  9VtY  peeaible  way,  and  I  am  aa- 
sured,"  he  continued,  without  specify- 
ing names  well  enough  known,  "th.tt 
prominent  partieH  ff  Americans,  fin- 
anciers and  OCherwlse,  have  been  in- 
vited to  Japan  at  the  instigation  of 
the  Mikado  Government,  paying  all 
their  expenses,  and  lavishly  entertain* 
ing  them  in  ehowing  them  the  pretty 
side  of  Japart,  pointing  out  the  great*' 
ness,  the  desiratHllty  of  the  country. 
These  men  have  returned  tu  Amerloa 
full  of  enthusiasm." 

California  Their  Ntata 
"California  in  regarded  by  the 
Japaneae  as  truly  their  state."  con- 
tinued Mr.  Irwin.  "The  climate  '• 
similar  to  that  of  their  own  country, 
and  things  would  not  be  so  bad  if  it 
were  not  for  th«>  'equality'  spirit  that 
they  persist  in."  Asked  if  there  waa 
any  noticeable  discourtesy  on  the  part 
of  the  white  people  of  California  to- 
wards tho  Japanese,  Mr.  Irwin  I  spiled 
"No.'  "But,"  he  added,  "onoe,  tour- 
ing through  the  Sacramento  district,  I 
observed,  in  the  roadway  of  a  amaU 
town,  about  flfteen  Jap  klda  maullnc 
the  life  out  of  a  white  boy." 

In  the  course  of  his  investlgatione. 
•Mr.  Irwin  aroused  considerable  ad* 
verae  feeling  amongst  the  Japanea#. 
"I  had  them  shadowing  me  and  fol- 
lowing he.  and  aceking  to  know  my 
every  movement."  he  said.  "Out* 
wardl.v^  they  were  very  polite,  but  they 
did  not.  know  quite  what  to  make  of 
me.  They  have  no  aense  of  humor  at 
all.  I  recall  being  invited  to  attend 
a  dinner  at  a  Japaneee  elub,  I  will  not 
mention  the  name,  although  it  la  very 
well  known,  but  they  treated  me  ex- 
celiently. 

■r^  Baddhiat  TMipto 

"Bven  the  rellglouH  aide  wouM  be 
amuBint  were  It  not  tragic.  I  epeke 
to  one  JapaneM  mloaionary  who  laid 
that  he  would  rather  work  in  Japan, 
where  one  has  at  l«ast  a  chanra  to 
concert  the  people,  rather  than  In 
California,  where  Hhey  are  erecting 
BuddhlBt  tem»lea>ll  through  the 
country,  and  are  coercing  away  the 
congregmtions  from  the  Chrletlan 
churches.  This  la  inatigated  by  pro- 
paganda eontiattaily  <!ireii]ated  by  the 
Japaaeee  Aaaoelatton  of  ftmertaa 

"In  one  village  I  preached  an 
Baoter  eermon  in  the  heathen  church, 
at  the  request  of  the  mialMer,  and 
feUowint  It.  there  waa  a  Mat  oat- 
Wntm  of  a»»lattae.     Lttewiae  i   waa 


road,  and  whi4$h  had  ooaxed  aWay 
Boet  of  the  faithful  flock  of  the  mla- 
olonary.  Here  I  eame  one  day.  The 
temple  was  full  of  people,  all  talking 
and  go*sUpiiig  in  lewd  voice*,  with 
doga  fighting  outside,  the  priesta 
tthanting  In  Sanscrit  In  front  Of  an 
aJUr  which  had  been  smuggled  In 
somehow  froba  Japan,  and  which 
must  have  coeL  4,ee9  yen.  After  tie 
prayer-gonfr  g«n>s  and  a  long  dreamy 
chant  foliowa.  the  prMst  annbuneea 
briskly,  'and  now  we  will  have  a 
aeieotion  from  the  high  achdol  cadet 
t>and,'  which  aupeared  4|uite  ethical 
and  in  order  and  was  taken  in  all  due 
seriousness. 

Invocation  to  Butkltaa 

"I  had  some  of  the  invocations 
made  tu  the  Buddha  translated  by  an 
interpreter  which  I  took  along,  and 
they  run  somewhat  da  follows:  'White 
people  may  say  that  our  faces  are 
ugly,  that  our  teeth  do  not  tit  as  well 
aa  theirs,  end  that  otir  leva  are  email 
and  iHit  atraight.  but  they  ^all  not 
say  thaf  our  souls  are  not  so  great,' 
and  so  on  for  hours.  It  is  a  good 
education   for  them. 

"Speaking  of  education,"  he  con- 
tinued, "it  was  a  shock  tu  me  to  learn 
that  in  California  the~JapanMe  child, 
after  coming  homo  from  the  state 
school,  attends  one  hour  at  a  native 
school,  to  Ifarn  his  own  language 
again.  Here  their  primer,  which  I 
had  translated  in  part,  teaches  them 
the  divine  right  of  the  Mikado,  first 
that  Amateraeu,  the  Kun  goddess, 
created  the  lelands  of*  Japan,  and  her 
grandHon,  Jlmmi  Tenno.  was  the  first 
emperor,  and  as  on  right  down  the 
line.  This  education  la  fostered  and^ 
promoted  by  the  military  caste  in 
Japan,  which  aeeme  all*powerful."

HAS  URGE  SCHEMES 


London  Representa'tives  of  Big 
rganizafion  Reaches  Prov- 
ince  on   Mission  of  Land 
Settlement 


with  the  return  to  Vancouver  this 
week  of  Mr.  William  Watklns.  a  M,em- 
ber  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Canadian  Landowners'  Association  of 
London,  plans  will  noon  be  consum- 
mated for  settling  the  large  British 
Columbia  areas  controlled  by  this  Old 
Country  company,  which  is  an  amal- 
gamation of  a  number  of  interoBls 
which  held  large  irnots  Of  land  float- 
tered  th>oughout  Western  Canada 
and  pHrtleularly  Rrltlah  Columbia, 
says  The    Vancouver   Province. 

Mr.  Watklns  visited  Canada  a  little 
over  a  year  ago  when  he  inspected 
the  holdings  of  his  Old  Country  prin- 
cipalH  and  upon  returning  to  London 
urged  upon  the  owners  the  organis- 
ation of  an  agency  whereby  th«  lands 
would  be  colonised  and  made  produc- 
tive farms  instead  of  Untitled  areas, 
which  year  by  year  would  PHe  up 
taxcH  for  owners  whose  returns  were 
practica>ly  nil.  The  result  of  his  work 
has  been  the  creation  of  the  Canadian 
LAndowners'  Association,  and  now 
he  is  visiting  Vancouver  and  British 
Columbia  to  complete  the  work  of 
organization  and  to  prepare  for  the 
aeiiding  of  aettlera  to  thlB  Province. 
"Large  numbers  of  old  countrymen 
are  waiting  to  dome  to  Canada  and 
those  that  I  have  met  are  of  the  right 
t.vpp.  They  are  not  of  the  oldtims 
'i*femittanoe  man'  kind,  but  rather  the 
fine  young  fellows  who  attended  the 
public  schools.  One  of  the  chaps,  a 
itugby  boy,  came  over  with  me  to 
aettle  in  Saskatohewan,  hla  reason  for 
choosing  that  province  being  due  to 
the  fact  that  he  was  taking  over  hla 
brother's  farm,  another  fine  English- 
man who  returned  to  his  regiment  In 
ISU,  and  now  lies  in  France. 

"The  governments  have  promised 
us  every  assistance  and  we  have  their 
aaaurancea  that  they  will  co-operate 
with  us  In  Our  work.  They  have  com- 
mended our  plans,  as  well  as  being  of 
the  .  real  colonization  principle  and 
not  a  mere  get-rich-quick  scheme." 
Mr.  Watkina  pointed  out  that,  the 
owners  of  these  lands,  who  in  most 
caaee  bought  at  the  high  prices  pre- 
vailing oome  yearn  ago,  are  taking 
their  losses  and  putting  their  holdllffs 
on  the  market  at  a  price  that  an  iiy 
coming  settler  can  afford  to  pay  and 
at  a  price  upon  which  he  will  secure 
a  very  fair  return  on  his  investment. 
"I  notice  on  this  trip."  added  the 
Londoner,  "that  there  Is  a  feeling  of 
solidarity  about  Canadian  buslneoe  and 
general  conditions  that  was  not  ap- 
parent a  year  agor  Then  everyone 
was  in  high  spirits  and  was  looking 
lo  the  future.  But  today  you  Can- 
adians are  working  and  are  working 
on  a  real  aolld  foundation,"  which 
#111  mean  preeperlty  of  real  worth." 
Mr.  Watklns  aald  that  general  busi- 
ness conditions  are  very  good  in  the 
Old  Country  with  sufficient  orders  on 
hand  In  some  factories  to  keep  them 
totnt  for  five  years. 

"Money  Is  In  demand  and  just  be- 
fore 1  left  Bome  industrial  coneema 
were  seeking  funds  and  offered  10  per 
cent.  This  of  course  keeps  money  at 
home,  which  ralffht  otherwise  And  its 
way  to  the  colonies,"  added  the  vis- 
Iter. 

While  In  Vancouver  Mr.  Watklns  is 
conferring  with  Mr.  J.  G.  Wood,  vice- 
preeMent  and  general  manager  of  the 
Battenbury  Lands  Limited,  with 
which  the  Landownere'  Association  is 
very  closely  allied. 

"There  are  many  openings  for  Brit- 
ish capital  In  Canada  and  we,  in  our 
way,  are  making  plans  to  develop 
your  wonderful  Dominion.  With 
men  on  the  land  real  production  will 
add  to  your  wealth,  ,and  It  Is  to  this 
end  that  we  are  directing  out  Opera- 
tions." continued  Mr.  Watklns,  after 
explaining  the  organisation  of  this 
London  concern,  which  will  mean, 
within  the  next  few  years  so  much 
to  British  Columbia  in  celenlBtiiB  her 
wonderfully  fertile  afrtcuUural  dls< 
trieta.  '

Japan  clears  up.  A  pulp  and  paper 
mill  Is  also  being  erected  in  Alaska. 
The  following  plants  are  in  oper- 
ation at  the  present  time:  Powell 
River  .  Pulp  &  Paper  Co.,  TPowell 
River,  B.C.J  Whalen  Pulp  4  Paper 
Co.vwlth  plants  at  Quataino  and 
Swanson  Bay;  Pacific  Mllla.  Ocean 
Kalis;  Beaver  Cove  Pulp  k  Sawmills, 
Beaver    Cove., 

The  Japanese  market  has  in  the 
past  been  handled  chiefly  by  the 
Ocean  Falls  plant,  the  larges*  on  the 
Coast,  The  Powell  River  Company 
also  does  a  ^  large  export  trade,  but 
in  the  main  with  the  Antipodes.  The 
latter  firm,  which  is  the  oldest  es- 
tablished in  British  Columbia,  has 
also  a  firm  grip  on  the  home  marlcet.

Why  does  a  womanVvknown  to  me 
refuse  to  eat  green  peas,  carrots, 
parsnips,  and  beans,  and  what  Is  the 
cause  of  her  sister's  dislike  of  boiled 
egga? 

Every  manifestation  of  the  mind 
and  the  emotions  has  a  eause.  It  is 
more  diMouit  to  discover  the  source 
of  a  psychic  (mental)  phenomenon 
than  the  cause  of  a  physical  symp- 
tom. That  Is  why  many  bodily  ills 
of  a  mental  'origin  persist,  and  be- 
come chronic  and  apparently  incur- 
able. 

It  Is  easy  to  diagnoae  indigestion 
caused  by  over-eating;  but  digeative 
derangement  may  have  a  purely 
emotional  flrat  cause,  and  require  a 
method  of  treatment  through  the 
mind. 

Food-fears  and  fadditlm  must  be 
regarded  as  handicaps.  They  compli- 
cate living  and  are  syuiptomatic. 
They    mar   the    enjoyment    of    travel.

It  has  been  found 
that  the  aversion  for  a  speoiflo  food 
substance  symbollaes  a  fear  of  some- 
thing apparently  quite  unrelated  to 
diet. 

I  think  it  Is  very  probable  that 
medical  science-  in  the  near  future 
will  pay  much  closer  attention  to  the 
mental  causation  of  certain  bodily 
ailments.  It  is  now  known  that  an 
obstinate  recurrent  nausea  may  have 
a  very  different  origin  from  gastric 
ulcers  or  almply  an  undue  aeoretion 
of    bile. 

The  physical  symbolisms  of  mental 
and  emotional  symptoms  are  j>ro- 
foundly  tnatructlve,  net  only  to  the 
medloal  practitioner^  but  to  the  Stu- 
dent of  human  nature.  We  may  al- 
most say,  "Tell  m*  what  are  your  • 
likes  and  disMkes  in  eating,  and  I 
will  tell  you  some  facts  about^our 
emotional  life  and  your  aplritual 
yearnings." 

There  is  no  doubt  that  t.  foed-fear 
Or  fad  la  a  key  to  certain  eceentrl- 
citles    or    abnormal    traits    of    mind.
